Brruix, Oct. 15.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
Not a single journal, except the gov- 
ernmen* organs, supports the Military 
Bill. The general belief that a crisis 
is pending in the Prussian cabinet on 
account of the bill is passing away. At 
a cabinet meeting the ministry ac- 
cepted the bill on condition that the 
extra expenditures should be borne by 
the Empire and not by Prussia alone. 
Von Caprivi’s assurances on the point 
appeared to be satisfactory. The pros- 
pect of the bill passing the Reichstag 
is improved by the report that the gov- 


| ernment has decided to concede to Par- 


liament the right to fix annually the 
peace footing of the army. 

It is reported that the meeting be- 
tween Emperor William and the Duke 
of Cumberland forthe purpose of dis- 
cussing the question of the Brunswick 
succession fell through, owing to the 
ex-Queen of Hanover persuading the 
Duke not to attend. Queen Victoria 
advises the Duke to release his claim 
tothe throne. The Duke isin a quan- 
cary. 

THE RECENT RACE NOW DENOUNCED. 

The Australian military riders have 
returned to Vienna, leaving about half 
their horses dead ordisabled. The Ger- 
man riders fared little better. En- 
thusiasm over the race is replaced by 
moral disgust and the German Humane 
Society has decided to bring the ques- 
tion before the Reichstag. 

A report giving the exports to 
America from the consular district of 
Berlin for the quarter shows that the 
increased $2,628,550, compared with 
the corresponding period last year. 
The increase is mainly due to Hamburg 
sugar exports and knitted goods. 

BERLIN GOSSIP. 

A sensation has been caused in the 
theatrical world by the absconding of 
Herr Jungkermann, director of the 
Neue Deutsche Operahouse, who was 
heavily in debt.

CHOLERA AND FANATICISM. 


The Plague'’s Ravages in China Increas- 
ing the Feeling against Foreigners. 

San Francisco, Oct. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Hankow corre- 
spondent of the Shanghai Mercury 
writes under date of August 29, at 
Fanchen, 400 miles from Hankow on 
the Han River: ‘‘Cholera is raging to 
an awful extent and hundreds are dying 
daily. Evil disposed persons, haters of 
foreigners, have spread a malicious re- 
port that some Chinese are travelling 
in the pay of Europeans, poisoning all 
wells and rivers, hence the awful number 
of deaths. Consequently all strangers 
are putin prison and many have had their 
heads cut off and their entrails and 
hearts thrown into the river to propiti- 
ate the river god. 

‘‘Fears are entertained for the safety 
of Rev. Mr. Lund belonging to the 
Swedish mission and returning to Han- 
kow,.as it is known he will soon, unless 
he gets the letters sent to warn him, be 
in the troubled district. If he passes 


through the city the chances are that he 
will be killed.”’ 


A TERRIFIC STORM. 
Shipwrecks on the English Coast and 
Floods in the Interior. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The very severe storm 
which set in over northern England, 
Scotland and Wales Thursday night, has 
been raging since. Wires are down in 
every direction. 
shipwreck and loss of life are beginning 
to come in. 
are out of their banks, doing great dam- 
age to unharvested crops and flooding 
low lying towns. In places’ the country 


is inuhdated for miles. 


Hundreds of sheep and cattle are in 
danger of being drowned along the 
river Derwent. At Durham the railway 
bridge was swept away. A freight 
trainon the bridge atthe time went 
down. The train hands fortunately 
escaped. A French lugger is ashore at 
Guernsey. All the crew were drowned.

Bova Pesta, Oct. 15.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] While a perform- 
ance was in progress in the operalNiouse 
here last evening a woman in the gal- 
lery suddenly became very ill, and 
every one in the house attracted by her 
moans and struggles discovered that she 
was attacked with cholera.. Ina very 
short time the place was in an uproar 
and a panic ensued. A rush was made 
for the doors and many made their es- 
cape Many persons were badly 
bruised. Inthe meantime the stricken 
woman was left lying entirely unat- 
tended, and it wasa long time before 
she was removed to the hospital.

THE BRIGGS CASE. 


A New Phase of tie Unton Theological 
Seminary Troubles. 

New York, Oct. 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The differences between 
Prof. Briggs and those who are opposed 
to his theological views and teachings 
have caused, fresh troubie at Union 
Theological Seminary. Briggs’s trans- 
fer from one chair tc another, without 
the sanction of the General Assembly 
and in violation of the compact of 
1870, is causine the trouble. The 
board of directors at a meeting on Thurs- 
day voted that the relations which ex- 
isted between it and the General As- 
sembly of the Presby:erian Church for 
the last twenty-two years should be 
dissolved. The vote stood 19 for to 1 
against. The synod will meet next 
week, when developments are expected. 


The Biliazard’s Work in Colorado, 

Dexver (Colo.,) Oct. 15.—Further re- 
ports of loss of life and cattte™ from the 
late snowstorm are being received. 
Along the Rock Island road between 
Colorado Springs and the Kansas line 
the storm was Worst. A track walker 
near Falcon was frozentodeath. Near 
Mattison, a sheep-herder and 3800 
sheep were frozentodeath. Three hun- 
dred cattle perished near Colorado 
Springs. At: Resolsis a laborer died 
from exposure. Near Boulder a miner 
was found frozen to death this morn- 
ing. It is expected that further loss of 
life will be reported when communica- 
tion is restored throughout the State.

Patrick Martin 
and Patrick Conroy were so fearfully 
injured that they died while being taken 
to the hospital. John Burns and Owen 
Crannie were injuried slightly. 


Rumored Big Telegraph Deal, 

St. Lovis, Oct. 15.—A telegram was 
received on ‘Change yesterday stating 
that negotiations were nearly com- 
pleted forthe absorption of the Postal 
Telegraph by the Western Union. 

New York, Oct. 15.—George Gould 
says that he knows of no negotiations 
looking to the acquirement of the 
Postal Telegraph Company by the 
Western Union. The Postal people 
also deny any knowledge of such nego- 
tiations, but the rumor is still persist- 
ently current in Wall Street, and the 
belief is general that some sort ofa 
deal is on foot. 


Dominion Cabmet Changes. 

Orrawa, Oct. 015.—Changes in the 
Dominion Cabinet are impending. J. 
M. Daly, M. P., of Selkirk, Manitoba. 
will shortly be Minister of the Interior, 
succeeding Hon. E. H. Dowduey, who 
will become Lieutenant-Governor of 
British Columbia. Sir John Thompson 
will become Premier upon the return 
of Sir John Abbott from England. He 
will be strengthened by Hon. R. Mere- 
dith, present leader of the Conserva- 
tive opposition in the Ontario Legisla- 
ture, and Hon. A. R. Angus, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec. 


Killed by an Exploding Rocket. 

St. Louis, Oct. 16.—A sky-rocket ex- 
ploded as a Democratic rally was break- 
ing up this evening. The injured are: 
Michael MKathford, candidate for 
the Legislature, struck the 
right eye, and fatally hurt; Fritz 
Margquhart. hurt in the _ right 
temple and skull fractured, will die; 
Henry Koenig, injored in the head and 
neck; Theodore Engleman, injured in 
the breast and “internally. Ten others 
were more or less severely hurt. 


Paraders Strack by a Car. 

Oct. 15.—During a Re- 
publican parade this evening a Wylie 
avenue cable car ran into the Eleventh 
Ward Marching Club, killing Henry Ap- 
pel, aged 15, a standard bearer, and in- 
juring four others, two of whom will 
die. An indignant crowd, surrounded 
the car and threatened to lynch the 
gripman. He escaped, however, but 
was arrested at his residence later. 


Shot by a Train Rebber. 

Lararerte (ind-), Oct. 15.—As a Big 
Four passenger and mail train pulled 
out of Clark’s Hilla man entered the 
mailcar.

Blaines First Speech of the 
Campaign. 


Egan Defends the Administration's 
“~©ourse Toward Chile. 


Wayne McVeagh Inveighing Against 
His Old Political Faith. 


Minnesota Democrats Trying to Force 
Their Fasion Plan Through by Ald 
of the Courte—Other 
paign News. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wuirte Puatns (N. Y.), Oct. 16.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The ovation 
tendered Mr. Blaine by the people of 
this vicinity lastevening was a most 
enthusiasticaffair. Mr. Blaine’s speech, 


his first during the campaign, was as 
follows: 
Fellow-citizens of New York: I shouid be 


churlish indeed if I did not make a response 
to your call. At the same time I'm not 
making speeches in this canvass, for a rea. 
son which is well known to my friends and 
which has no connection with politics. 
Generally the administration in Presidential 
elections is challenged on account of the 
conditions of the business of the country,and 
Isubmit that the Republican administ; a- 
tion of President Harrison can triumph- 
antly endure such test. ({Applause.| I 
doubt if since the Government of the United 
States wae instituted anybody at any time 
has seen what we call good timesso gen- 
eral, taking in so many interests and 
spreading prosperity throughout the whole 
domain of trade. The opponents of the Re- 

publican party always represent New York 
as acommercial city and not a manufac- 

turiag one, but more menin New York get 
their living from pursuits protected by the 
tariff than trom any other fource, and the 

number of men engaged in commercial 
affairs in and about New York is smaller 
than those engaged in manufactures. 
Now, if you go west, where the Democrats 
this year are making considerable efforts 
and doing a vast amount of boasting, will 
you find it different? @ake Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana; take Illinois, and the products of 
their manufacturers are greater in pecun.- 
lary amount than the products of 
agriculture in the agricultural States. 
So I think when Democratic orators 
try to arouse the hostility of these States 
against the protective tariff, they will en. 
counter a sentiment of which they have not 
dreamed. Welearn from the Democratic 
party that these Western States areina 
desperate condition § thatthe amount of 
their farm mortgages has risen up into the 
millions. This is not so among the 
farmers of New York, nor among the 
farmers of any State nearby, whose condi- 

tion can be easily learned, but by a singular 
fatality, it is (7@ Western States that get all 
these arm mortgages burdening them and 
taking the life out of the people. 

Democrat papers say that the tariff is the 
origin of a plutocrats’ government. I shall 
venture to challenge all such statements 
and shall make the Democrats make 
pledges in the case. Acareful examination 
of a list of the wealty men of the country 
has demonstrated the fact to be quite the 
reverse, and to such an extent in New York 
city that of 150 fortunes not more than 
one would be considered as derived from 
manufacturing investments. Isee it stated 
that the Democrats boast of having the 
mass of the Irish in their ranks 
this year. It is one of the mysteries 
of our politics that a question which 
interests England so supremely, which is 
canvassed almost as much in London as in 
New York, should have the Irish vote on 
the side of Great Britain. I know that ap. 
peals are frequently made to the Irish voter, 
but Lam unwilling to belleve that with the 
light of knowledge before them they will 
deliberately be on the side of ‘their former 
oppressors. Ithink I shall rely on my 
good friend Egan, the brilliant and success- 
ful Minister to Chile, to intercede with his 
countrymen not to aid the Democratic 
party in lowering the.standard of wages of 
American labor by their potential votes and 
numbers. [Long continued applause. |} 

After Blaine’s speech, when quite 
was restored, Minister Egan was intro- 
duced. Aftera few words about the in- 
terest he took in the campaign, he re- 
ferred to Chilean affairs, In conclu- 
sion he said: 

Whatever triumphs were won in the dif- 
ficulty, and they were very far reaching, 
because the attitude assumed by my Gov- 
ernment taught the lesson to all South 
Americans that, while the United States is 
willing to pursue a policy of aid and pro- 
tection, if it becomes necessary against 
European intervention, the people in South 
America cannot insult the* United States 
flag. Whatever the triumphs won, I say, 
are due to the administration I had the 
honor to represent. [Great applause.] 

Chauncey M. Depew followed in a 
brief address. After the speeches the 
serenaders were entertained in the 
house by Mr. and Mrs. Reid, assisted by 
Messrs. Blaine, Depew, Egan, Brook- 
field ani Hackett. 

Wasaineton, Oct. 15.— Ex-Secretary 
Blaine, accompanied by his family, will 
take up his permanent abode for the 
winter at his residence on La Fayette 
Square next week. Blaine has com- 
municated, through Secretary Foster, 
an expression of deep sympathy with

NOT YET CAPTURED... 


The Murderer of the Mexican Boy 
Still at Large. 


The Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury at 
the Inquest Yesterday. 


Death from Suffocation at the Hands 
of Some Person Unknown, 


Fiat Bellewed te Be the Two-thambed 
Chinaman—A New Theory Advanced 
by the Detectives—A White 
Optam Fiend’s Story.

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
Coroner Weldon held an inquest at Orr 


Suteh’s onthe remainsof Fernando 


Qnijoda, the little Mexican boy who 
was murderedin Chinatown Thursday 
evening and his body concealed ina 
cess- pool. 

No facts that have not already been 
published were brought out, and the 
jury failed to discover positively whe 
the fiend They rendereda verdict 
tothe effect thatthe child came to his 
death from suffocation at the hands of 
some person or persons unknown, but 
believed to bea Chinaman named Chung 
Yung, alias ‘Young Two-Thumbs.”’ 

The principal witness was the Chf- 
nese woman who lives in the rear 
of the old house where the deed 
was committed, and notwithstanding 
the fact that she has been warned by 
the Cninamen to hold her tongue, she 
told the same story that she related on 
the night of the marder. She hearda 
voice in the Chinese language say ‘‘save 
life.’ and after repeating it several 
times. the words were so smothered 
that she could not distinguish the mean- 
ing. 
The detectives changed their theory 
toa certain extent yesterday on ac- 
count of a tramp opiam fiend named 
Reed. who talked quite freely to Coro- 
ner Weldon the night before, and gave 
that officer to understand that he was 
in the house smoking opium when the 
murder was committed. 

When taken before the jury and 
sworn yesterday Reed denied all knowl- 
edge of the affair, and a vigorous ex- 
amination failed to draw him out. 

Detective Bosqui teok him in custody 
and locked him up. He was under the 
influence of opium and the officers are 
in hope that he will tell all he knows 
as soon as he is himself again. 

The detectives are not positive that 
the fellow was in the house at the time, 
but they are confident that if he was he 
had a hand inthe murder. Itis a well- 
known fact among detectives that 
tramps, and especially those of the 
opium-flend type, make a practice of 
outraging boys in the manner in which 
the dead boy was abused, and the police 
think that Reed may have had the boy 
inthe house when Chung Yung, who 
lives there, entered, and it was Yung 
who cried ‘save life,’’ when-he saw 
what was being dome. Yung then fled 
and has not been seen in Chinatown 
since that evening. 

At any rate Reed will be kep* in jail 
until the matter is cleared up or he is 
able to establish his innocence. 

The body was removed to the house 
of the boy's parents early in the after- 
noon. There were several hundred peo- 
ple at the house when the remains ar- 
rived, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. The father had but little to sa 
about his troubles yesterday, but 
could be seen that he had made up his 
mind to do something desperate if the 
murderer is not turned up very soon. 

There was a rumoron the streets to 
the effect that the father received word 
from his friends at Ballona that 150 
men will organize and come to the city 
to assist in capturing the murderer if 
necessary. 

There were ail kinds of stories to the 
effect that a vigilance committee was 
being organized in Sonora town, but the 
police failed to locate the mob, and it 
is not believed that any steps to organ- 
ize have been taken. 

Chief Glass took every precaution to 
prevent a riot. Every officer on the 
the force, who was not on a beat, has 
been on duty since Friday evening, and 
the rifle squad has been ready to march 
at a noment’s notice. - 

It was given out early last evening 
that the mob would gather in China- 
town between midnight last night and 
daylight this morning. Word wassent 
to those who are supposed to have a 
handin the matter that the officers 
have beeu instructed to fire on the first 
crowd that make any hostile demon- 
strations in the Chinese quarters. 

All day yesterday the Chinese were 
strengthening their doors and prepar- 
ing for trouble. The Chinese mer- 
chants raised $100 more yesterday, 
which now makes the reward $650. 

The funeral of the little victim wil} 
take place at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
andit is expécted that the Spanish 
population wil) be well represented. 

THE MOB SCAaTTERED.® 

There was considerable excitement 
at the Plaza at 10:30 o’clock last 

night when about 200 disorganized 
men and boys ghthered in front of the 
old church and for a time it looked as if 
there would be trouble. 

Twenty police officers who were on 
guard on the west side ofthe Plaza 
charged on the mob and they scattered 
in all directions. Not a man in the meb 
showed fight, but for a while there was 
considerable talk among them and they 
seemed anxious to scare up a leader. 

An attempt was made to induce the 
father of the dead boy to turn out and 
lead the mob, but he refused to leave 
the side of his dead. 

The talk about a mob from Ballona 
proved to be a fizzle, for up to 2 o’clock 
this morning they had not put in am ap- 
pearance. 

A company of the National Guard 
slept on their arms at the Armory on 
Broadway and Sixth street, and were 
ready for a fight, but they were not 
called out. 


Salt for Bees. 


On account of the avidity with which. 


bees take salt, I bad supposed it as 
necessary tosaltthem as to salt my 
horses, hogs and cattle. If one does 
not keepa salt trough for the bees, 
they are apt to swarm around his stock 
and well trough, and many are drowned; 
but so long as salt water is given to 
them, they do not go or bother  any- 
where else. But aside from this ques- 
tion of mere convenience, I have found 
it safest to be guided by nature, and 
since bees show such a love for salt, it 
would seem that it is nec for 
them, and hence should be our practice 
to give it. Where there are streams or 
ponds convenient, bees, especially: if 
not salted, will resort to these for 
water; but even then there are certain 
spots that seem to. yield mineral or 
brackish water where they to suck. 
This shows their need of someth 
more than ordinary pure water, a 
since they leave all other watering 


places for a salty one, we can fairly

Mr, Mills’s Plan for Fruit Distribu- 
tion. 

It isto be hoped that the project of 
fruit distribution which William HH, 
Mills, of the Southern Pacific, has ad- 
vanced, and which he advocated before 
the State Board of Trade last Tuesday, 
may be carried into effect. And if any 
man is capable of promoting this good 
work, Mr. Mills, in his double capacity 
of a public-spirited citizen and a trusted 
adviser of the railroad company, ought 
to be that man. The proposition is to 
establish, such an equitable scale of 
freight tariffs as will allow the distribu- 
tion of fruit in small or large consign- 
ments all along atrunk line with just 
as much advantage as to ship in large 
consignments to an Eastern terminal 
point. For example, it ought to be 
feasible to drop off any part of 
a carload desired at any 
termediate point this side of Kansas 
City, St. Louis or Chicago, instead of 
shipping the entire carload to the 
trade center and then havea part of it 
shipped back along the same line to 
supply the jobbers. Not only would the 
consignor save the expense of double 
shipment if the new system could be in- 
augurated, but our fruit men would be 
brought into direct communication with 
jobbers all over the country, instead of 
being obliged to deal through the 
wholesale agent or consignee in the 
larger cities. This would make Los 
Angeles a real distributor instead of 
Chicago, St. Louis or other Eastern 
foc] point. It would magnify our 
importance commercially, save to our 
producers a part of the extra commis- 
sions paid the wholesalers of the East, 
and*cheapen the price of fruit some- 
what for the consumer. All this would 
amount to a great stimulus to the fruit 
industry in this State, as it could not 
fail to increase the demand for our 
fruits, and make truit-growing more 
remunerative. 

A better project for booming Califor- 
nia could hardly be suggested, and we 
believe thatin booming the State the 
great railroad companies would come 
in for their full share of the reward. 


In one. of his lately published 
letters, Mr. Huntington urged. the 
farmers of Califomia to bid for 


cheaper railroad freights by increas- 
ing the quantity of their export 
products. Here is a chance for Mr. 
Huntington, the local dealers and 
the producers to work together to that 
end. If Mr. Huntington will adopt the 
plan proposed by Mr. Mills, he will see 
how soon the frait-growers of this State 
willcome up to his requirements by 
doubling the tonnage of freight which 
they give him. 


On Beet-Sugar Macninery,. 

A Citizen of this county has for some 
time been in correspondence with mannu- 
facturing establishments in Germany 
and the United States to obtain specifi- 
cations and prices for a _ beet-sugar 
On the machinery to work up 
from 800 to 330 tons of beets per day, 
he obtained an estimate from the Mas- 
chinenfabrik Grevenbroich, of Groven- 
boich, near Cologne, Germany, amount 
ing to 457,740 marks ($114,435), and 
this involved the building of boilers, 
tanks, etc., in America. From the Wal- 
Corpany of Chicago 
and Fort Scott, the estimate on a 300- 
ton plant is $110,000. This makes a 
saving In behalf of American manu- 
facture of 84435 on the first price, 
aside from freight, etc. 
that the American machinery is in 
every respect first-class and fully equal 
if not superior to the foreign-made ma- 
chinery. This is a strong point in favor 
of e@he protection tariff. It does not 
take American manufacturers long, 
when they once get. a good start, to 
reduce the price of manufactured arti- 
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cles, and thus the consumers, instead of 


It is believed | 


being taxed for the maintenance of the 
“manufacturing barons,’’ really receive 
a bonus for encouraging home in- 
dustries. The American people do not 
pay too dearly for the luxury of sus- 
taining home industries, when, bya few 
years of such encouragement, they 
place themselves in the way of securing 
better articles at a less price than ever 
before. All the money which they may 
pay in a direct tax is returned to them 
many fold in the lessened price of sub- 
sequent purchasers, and they have the 
stimulated prosperity of the entire 
country asan indirect advantage. It 
pays the largest kind of a dividend to 
stand by home industries. 


Ife ts Simply a Brute. 

The Kansas City Star, which is pub- 
lishedin a section that has had practi- 
cal experience with the James and 
Younger and Dalton breed of outlaws, 
Wastes no sentiment on that kind of 
cattle. An opinion expressed in its col- 
umns recently reénforces our position 
so effectually that we take pleasure in 
quoting it. The Star says: 

The men of Coffeyville seem to have 
had no spark of romantic feeling in the 
matter. Mr. Jim Spears, the livery- 
man, as he stood and ‘‘pumped’’ his 
Winchester, does pot seem to have 
known or cared whether the thieves 
resembled in any way “bandits from 
the storied Odenwald.’’ The citizens 
who defended their lives and property 
seemed to be indifferent also to ancient 
biography and history and did not stop 
to inquire what ‘‘burning wrongs’’ may 
have driven the Daltons to stealing and 
murdering for a living. The career 
of the robbers was ended, as one 
may say, in ‘‘good shape.’’ There 
were no surrenders, nor negotiations, 
nor treaties about it. There was no 
sheriff and posse in eternal ‘hot pur- 
suit.’’ What the brave men of North- 
field did to the Younger gang the brave 
men of Coffeyville did to their relatives, 
the Daltons. Now, if there arc tears to 
be shed let them fall for the honest men 
who were slain, and let the rewards 
which have been offered for the avpre- 
hension of the robbers be paid to the 
widows and children bereaved in this 
tragedy; and let young fellows who 
may have been affected by the columns 
and pages ‘that have been published for 
several years past about ‘‘knightly’’ 
and ‘‘chivalric’’ thieves and robbers un- 
derstand that it is all slush and rot, and 
that every robber is a brute who de- 
serves and generally receives the fate 
of extermination. 


False Charges, 

Our Democratic contemporary, the 
Herald, seems to have no more exalted 
idea of making a lively local campaign 
than to bring all sorts of reckless 
charges against Republican county offi- 
cials.

THE CONGREGATIONALISTS. 
A Report on Marriage and Divorce—Other 
Proceedings. 

(Minn.,) Oct. 15.—[By 
the Associated Press.| The Congrega- 
tional Council this morning, fixed the 
assessment for the next three years at 
114 cents per capita per annum, for 
membership of churches. 

The report of the Committee on the 
American Howe Missionary Society 
showed a gratifying increase in contri- 
butions. 

A resolution was passed indorsing 
the plan of the Home Missionary 
Society not to plant churches in places 
cared for by other evangelical denomi- 
nations. 

A resolution of sympethy with Presi- 
dent Harrison in his affliction in the 
illnéss of Mrs. Harrison was adopted by 
a standing vote. 

The Committee on Marriage and Di- 
vorce presented a report protesting 
against the disgusting spread of divorce; 
urging wider knowledge among those 
to be married of what marriage means; 
holding that the church fostered too 
many organizations tothe exclusn of 
the home; authorizing the committee to 
cojperate with committees from other 
similar bodies on the subject of reform 
in these matters. 

Favorable reports were made on var- 
ious theological seminaries. 

The following resoltitions, recom- 
mended by the Committee on Marriage 
and Divorce were adopted: 

That a committee of five be appointed to 
consider the dangers, needs, functions and 
opportunities of the family in modern life 
and what can be done to guard, develop and 
strengthen it, and especially noting the re- 
sults of the various agencies to accomplish 
this end. 

The report of the Committee on 
World's Fair was adopted. It leaves to 
the committee the matter of making an 
exhibit and applaudsthe closing of the 
fair on Sundays. 


The Charge Against Cudahy Dismissed. 

Cuicago, Oct. 15.—The cases against 
John Cudaby and A. M. Wright, ac- 
cused of running a corner in short ribs, 
fell flat teday. Thomas J. Roush, the 
complainant, declined to take the stand, 
and no evidence being adduced, the de- 
fendants were discharged, and now talk 
of prosecuting Roush.

Sickles to the Soldiers. 
[New York Commercial Advertiser. ] 

When Gen. Sickles gesticulated with 
his crutch in the Chicago convention 
and declared with characteristic em- 
phasis that Grover Cleveland would 
never receive the votes of Union veter- 
ans he meant every word of it. Other 
Democrats from New York opposed the 
nomination of Cleveland as earnestly as 
did Gen. Sickles; but now, on the bare 
possibility that there will be spoils to 
divide, they are willing to eat their 
words and support him for election. 

Some dothis because they find, on 
closer inspection, that the Republican 
protective policy, under which the 
country is prospering, is unconstitu- 
tional. Others support him because 
they fear the terrible Force Bill and a 
negro uprising in the South—as though 
Grover Cleveland was ever on hand 
when an uprising of any kind was to be 
put down! 

But Gen. Sickles, whose Third Corps 
was accused of too much bravery at 
Gettysburg, is not crawfishing or seek- 
ing a way out now. He is opposed to 
Cleveland just as he was opposed to him 
in the Chicagoconvention. Addressing 
his old comrades of the gallant Third 
Corps in Washington Thursday night, 
he defended the pension system, which 
recognizes in a practical way the 
services which the soldiers ot the Union 
armies had rendered their country in 
its hour of peril, But he said more, 
and these are some of his words: 

‘‘You are going home now, and there 
is something I want you to take home 
with you. Ponderit; teach it to your 
children; tell it to your neighbors. It 
is this truth, that the people of the 
United States will see that no man is 
ever elected to an office of profit and 
trust in this country who opposes the 
payment of pensions to the soldiers of 
the Union.”’ 

That was a sabre thrust at Mr. Cleve- 
land, who was ne¥er so merry as when 
hunting for half a reason to veto a 
widow’s pension. The report con- 
tinues: | 

‘he General leaned on his crutches 
as he spoke these words, and the sharp, 
idiomatic, merciless sentence, clean cut 
as a paragraph of constitutional law, 
cut through the air like the slash of a 
cavalry sabre. He rammed the words 
home hard, as Capt. Bigelow did the 
last charge of the Massachusetts bat- 
tery of the Third Corps, and the effect 


“was as instantaneous as when Capt. 


Bigelow pulled the lock string. Ina 
moment what was left of the old Third 
Corps spoke with its old charging ring 
its opinion of the man whose only joke 
was cut at the expense of disabled vet- 
erans. ‘Three cheers for the man who 
made that speech,’ cried Comrade Gen. 
Carr, springing to his, feet, and again 
the charging ery of the old Third Corps 
rang out into the night of Grand Army 
Place and rolled up to the White 
House.”’ 

Gen. Sickles was evidently right when 
he waved bis crutch in the Chicago con- 
vention and declared that Grover Cleve- 
land would never receive the votes of 
the men who fought to preserve the 
Union.

The Crow Indian Reservation Opened 
to Settlers. 


A Rash Begun from Various Points in 
Montana for the New Lands—Kio- 
was and Comanches Ceding 
Their Acres, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Oct. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] President 
this afternoon issued a proclamation 
opening to immediate settlement the 
Crow Indian reservation in Southern 
Montana, aggregating about 1,800,000 
acres, ceded to the Government under 
the agreement of December 28, 1890, 
as modified by the agreement of August 
27, 1892. Under the terms of the 
agreements, the ceded lands, except 
mineral lands, must be disposed of only 
to actual settlers, under the provisions 
of the homestead act, except that 
section 2301 of the Revised Statutes, 
which gives to ex-soldiers and sailors 
the benefit of the time they served in 
the army or navy of the United States; 
provided, however, that a soldier shall, 
before receiving a patent for a home- 
stead, pay the United States for the 
land taken by him in addition to the 
fees provided by law and within five 
years from the date of the first original 
entry, the sum of $1.50 per acre, one- 
half of which shall be paid within two 
years. 

It is further provided that any person 
otherwise qualified, who has attempted; 
but for.any cause has failed, to secure 
title in fee to a homestead under the 
existing law, or who has made entry un- 
der what is known as the commuted 
provision of the homestead law, shali 
be qualified to make homestead entry 
upon any of these ceded lands. It is 
further provided that all white persons 
who located upon the Crow reservation 
by reason of the erroneous survey of 
the boundary and afterwards were al- 
lowed to file upon their locations in the 
United States land office, shall have 
thirty days in which to renew their 
filings. In all cases where claims were 
located under the mining laws of the 
United States prior to December 1, 
1890, bv a qualified locator, who be- 
lieved that he or she was locating on 
lands outside the Crow reservation, 
such locators are given thirty days in 
which to re-locate their claims within 
the ceded limits of the reservation. 

The ceded lands constitute the west- 
ern part of the reservations which is 
opened to settlement. except mineral 
lands and about 320 Indian allotments, 
which are reserved, the eastern part 
remaining in the reservation. 

Hevena (Mont.,) Oct. 15.—A big rush 
to the Crow reservation is reported to- 
day from Billings, Stillwater and other 
towns on the railroad. About one- 
fourth of the reservation can be made 
very fertile by irrigation. Many home- 
steaders are waiting to enter the reser- 
vation. 


More Indian Lands Secared. 

(Oklahoma), Oct. 15.—The 
Cherokee Commission has concluded a 
deal for the surplus lands of the Kiowa 
and Comanche country after the Indians 
have been allowed allotments. The 
Indians are guaranteed $2,000,000, of 
which they will receive annually 6 per 
cent. until the. amount is paid. A stip- 
ulation in the treaty allows them to 
appealto Congress for an additional 
$500,000. The land will, remain un- 
disturbed until April, 1894, much of it 
being leased to white men. The treaty 
is subject to the consent and signatures 
of a majority of the Indians and then 
to ratification by Congress. The total 
area of the reservation is 2,968,893 
acres, less 300,000 acres occupied by 
the Wichita Mountains, which are in- 
cluded, besides 12,000 acres of the 
Fort Sill Militarv. Reservation and 
allotments to 8000 Indians of 160 
acres each. This leaves a public 
domain furnishing homes for 14,2380 
families, 


The Monctary Conference Delegates. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 15.—The American 
delegates to the International Monetary 
Congress, to be held in Brussels Novem- 
ber 22, have been requested to assem- 
ble at Washington November 10, for the 
purpose of consulting with the Presi- 
dent, Secretary of State and Secretary 
of the Treasury in regard to their du- 
ties and powers before the congress. 
The delegates have arranged to sail 
from New York on the 12th.

N. M.; also the reservation 
boarding schools at San Carlos, among the 
Apaches, on the Pima reservatie'n and 
at Ft. Defiance for Navajos. The ~wents 
for the Apache Indians and for the Pim.* and 
Papago Indians are personally knownto Me. 
The statement. even when limited to Ahva- 
querque, greatly surprised me; but ina * 
much as I live in Arizona, and not in 
Mexico, 1 will not attempt to disprove it. 
The inexorable logic of$tacts, however, will 
compel &ny one making the statement to 
limit the ““Southwest"’ to the region imme- 
diately about Albuquerque if he wishes to 
make good his charge. The very contrary 
ia true of the administration of Indian at- 
fairs in Arizona, as I shall proceed to point 
out. 

Employés of the Indian Department are 
not subject to civil service rules; and---I 
speak from personal observation of a very , 
close kind---no department of the public 
service at this time has a better class 
of public servants than the Indian 
Department in Arizona. As already 
said, I am personally acquainted 
with Col. Jonnson, an army officer, 
agent at San Carlos, and Mr. Crouse, agent 
for the Pima and Papagos Both of them 
are gentlemen whose character and execu- 
tive ability are above all suspicion. They 
bear no more resemblance to the old-time 
Indian agent than light does to darkness, 

Mr. and Mrs. George H. Wadleigh, per- 
sonally known to some of your readers, are 
in charge of the reservation boarding school 
for Navajo children at Fort Detlance. Mrs. 
Wadleigh formerly gave instructions in 
your university here. They are fit repce- 
sentatives of the class who are giving in- 
structions in the Indian schools of 
Arizona. There is great 
more moral and religious tnstruction 
given in the schools to Indian pupils 
than is given to any other class of pupils in 
Furthermore, our schools are 
always crowded, evenovercrowded, and not 
only with the consent, but hearty codpera- 
tion of Indian parents. There is not a 
school in the territory that has not repeat- 
edly turned away many pupils in a single 
season and still been criticised by Govern- 
ment tnspectors for receiving more than 
ought to have been received. 

Few children run away from school. I 
have intimate knowledge of one school 
where the enrollment on the evening cf the 
first day of the school year was seventy. 
eight. A former pupil was enrolled a few 
weeks later. The roll had been changed 
neither by addition or subtraction at the 
end of ten months and the average attend- 
ance was seventy-seven and one-half. 

I have confined my attention to Arizona 
because by so doing I know wheteof I 
speak. If the condition at Albuquerque jus- 
titles the charge which is made, there is no 
more occasion for upbraiding the whole sys- 
tem than there would be for denouncing the 
management of all our asylums and reform- 
atory institutions because now and then 
the discovery is made tnat mismanage- 
ment§ and ceven ccruelty have been prac- 
ticed in some one of them. i

There ougiitto be no difficulty in dispos- 
ing of this year’s wheat crop at remunera- 
tive prices. Reports made up from oficial 
figures show that, except Great Britain and 
Italy, crop prospects in Europe average 
nearly 15 per cent. better than last year. 
Italy's wheat crop is 12 per cent. below 
last year’s, and Great Britain's is over 17 
per cent. below its normal yield. The con. 
dition of crop affairs in Britain is the worst 
ever experienced. The statistics tend to 
show that France will require from abroad 
in addition to its own output an importa- 
tion of 24,000,000 bushels; Germany will 
need 12,375,000 bushels; Austria will re- 
quire 40,000, 000 bushels; Greece will need 
4,500,000 bushels, and Italy 30,000,000 
to 33,000,000. The Balkan states will be 
able to export 19,000,000 to 22,000,000 
bushels. Roumania 26,000,000 to 43.000,- 
000 baghela; Servia 9.000.000 busheis and 
Russia 69,000,900. It will be seen from 
these figures that the amount for export in 
Europe is in round numbers 127,000,000 
bushels, while the amount to be imported 
by the countries whose deficits are given 
above is 122,000,000 bushels. But the 
amount of the heavy sbortage of Great 
Britain ts not includ in the above, and 
this must largely be made up by imports 
from America.

The Closing Day of the District Fair 
and Races, 


The Sport Spoiled by Queer Work—A 
Jockey Seriousiy Injured by His 
Horse Falling—The Election 
Booth—News Notes, 


Yesterday was a fine day, and the attrac- 
tions at the race track brought out about 
2000 spectators. It was after 2 o'clock 
when the first race—half mile and repeat— 
was called. There were entered Lillie 
Hayes, Midnight and Santa Fé. For this 
race mutuals sold even, Midnight against 
the field. It was while the horses in this 
race were trying to start that the first and 
only accident of the races ocourred. While 
jogging up to start Santa Fé stumbled and 
fell, throwing the rider, Al Cooke of Sacra- 
mento and rolling over him.

Lillie 
Hays winning, Santa Fé second, Midnight 
third. Buta big howl went up from those 
who could discern the methods of the 
race, as it was easily seen that Midnight 
was held in by therider. He was called to 
the judge's stand, questioned, reprimanded 
and ail pools and bets declared off. The

The next heatand race was won by Nel- 
lie 1., Conn second. Time 2:30. Nellie 
Barbara broke badly inthe last two heats. 

There was a gentleman's trotting race of 
driving horses in single buggies, in which 
were entered Fashion, owned by Shaw of 
Redlands; Rica, owned by James Campbell 
of San Bernardino, and Maud B., owned by 
Poole of San Bernardino.

1 see frequent inquiries for a remedy 
for gapes in chickens, and will say that 
the man or woman who will put a straw 
or feather or horse-hair down the wind- 
pipe of a chicken to remove the worms 
ought to have one put down their own 
throat, and see how they would relish 
such barbarity. So simple a remedy as 
camphor will cure them. If those who 
have chicks troubled with the gapes 
will take gum camphor, and as soon 
as they see and hear any of their 
chicks sneeze, give every chick in the 
flock a piece the size of a kernel of 
wheat, then wait a day or two and re- 
peat, ldon't think they will see any 
more gapes, and if they should, repeat 
again. We have used camphor for 
fifteen years, and have not lost a chick 
with the gapes in that time, so that 
am positive it will cure very bad cases 
if persevered in. That is the onlv dis- 
ease we are ever troubled with among 
our fowls, and we always keep from 
We 
raise a good many chicks in the summer 
with the brooder, hatched by hens. I 
would like, should any one try this, for 
them to report the result through Farm 
and Fireside. |

Great Lawyers in the City of 
New York. 


Some Exceptional Careers—$400,000 
Earned in a Single Year. 


Conkling’s New York Career—He Had 
His Anxious Days, 


Jadge Dillion, Daniel Dougherty, James 
© Carter and Their Successes — 
Judge Shipman and Others— 

Col. Bob Ingersoll

New York, Oct. 10.—The death of 
Daniel Dougherty, the appointment of 
James C. Carter as one of the chief 
counsel for the United States Govern- 
ment in the Bering Sea arbitration, and 
the remarkable address delivereé by ex- 
Judge Dillon at the meeting of the 
American Bar Association, have caused 
the greater lawyers of the United 
States, and especially the brilliant bar 
of New York city, to comment with 
much of interest of late upon some of 
the rewards which await lawyers of 
profound learning and great ability. 
A feeling has been growing among law- 
yers that the tendency of the present 
generation is to bring forward for po- 
litical honor others than those who 
have won fame in the practice of the 
law. Itis only within the last fifteen 
or twenty years that business men, 
farmers, educators and others who

have not been bred to the profession of 
the law have taken such active interest 
in politics asto enable a very consider- 
able representation from these classes 
to secure some of those honors of poli- 
tics which in the past were almost ex- 
clusively reserved for lawyers. 

But the special feature concerning 
the honort which the men above men- 
tion d have received, about which law- 
yers and others have been talking a 
god deal of ae, is the tendency of the 
abier men in tue profession to seek New 
York city asa field for practice,- even 
afterthey had gained distinction in 
those communities where they first be- 
gan the profession of law. Some very 
tempting stories have gone abroad 
throughout the United States about the 
great success which men who have come 
to New York to practice law have met 
with. Some of these stories are true, 
and yetthere are many men in New 
York practicing law, or trying to, who 

. have reaiized to their sorrow that such 
successes are exceptional. Thecase of 
Judge Dillon is such an excéption. 

Judge Dillon was for many years 
judge of a United States court, having 
a large circuit in the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi. His salary as judge was only 
$6000. His opinions were- of such 
value that they would have brought him 
many thousands more had they been 
given inthe capacity of a counsel to 
clients. Besides his labors on the 
bench, Judge Dillon wrote one or two 
treatises upon legal subjects which 
were accepted as authority, and his roy- 
alties from the sale of these, together 
with his salary as judge, enabled him 
tolive in a manner befitting a man 
holding his official post. But he was 
not getting ahead. He felt that it was 
due to himself and to his family that he 
should make better provision for their 
comfort and his declining years than 
seemed possible to do while he was on 
the bench. 

Judge Dillon thought very seriously 
about this matter forseveral vears, and 
at last when he received a proposition 
from the Columbian College Law School 
to take a professorship, bringjng with 
ita salary of $10,000 a year, he de- 
cided to make the attempt to take the 
risk to resign from the bench and, ashe 
put itin a homely way, ‘“‘tohang out his 
shingle in New York and take his 
chances,’’ 

He had besides his professorship and 
the royalty on his books something of 
an assurance that he might be retained 
as counsel in some cases for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. He 

‘thought he might look forward to an in- 
come foratime of about 815,000 a 
year. Yetit was with some anxiety 
that Judge Dillon opened his office in 
New York. He knew well thé mighty 
competition that existed, the brilliant 
ability which is atthe New York bar, 
and that there werea great number of 
able lawyers with powerful social or 
personal influence to aid_them in get- 
ting business. 

He told his experience rather quaintly 

-to..a friend who narrated it to the 
writer. He said that at the end. of the 
first year of his practice in New York 
he figured up to see what his income 
had been. and he found that his earn- 
i ere $ 0,000, or almost as much 
in a single year as he had received for 

service as United States 

Judge. Of late years Judge Dillon has 
been almost exclusively occupied as 
counsel for the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, and to some extent for 

Jay Gould, who always regarded it as 

the poorest investment a business man 
could make to hire cheaplav.yers. The 

Judge rarely goes into society. His 

_ books are his pets, and what time he 
canspare from his professional duties 

_ is devoted to the preparation of ad- 

dresses such as those he recently de- 
livered to the Yale Law School and the 

American Bar Association. 


CONKLIXG’S NEW YORK CAREER. 

The reports of the extraordinary suc- 
cess which followed Roscoe Conkling 
when he went to New York city to prac- 
tice law, have, it is believed among 
New York lawyers, induced-a score or 


li.s 


more of men, some of whom have served 
as Governors, members of Congress, or 
held bigh diplomatic posts, to open*law 
offices in New York city. The reports 
are not exaggerations, and yet Mr. 
Conkijng passed through a season of 
deepest anxiety for a few months after 
he opened his office in New York. Busi- 
ness did not come to him at first. He 
was in such anxiety that his friends be- 
gan to make an effort to secure his ap- 
pointinent as associate justice of the 
Supreme Court, an office which he would 
then have gladly taken, although he had 
six years before declined the chief jus- 
ticeship tendered to him by Gen. Grant, 
and two years‘later declined an associ- 
ate justiceship tendered by President 
Arthur. He wasin such temporary em- 
barrassment that he was obliged to ac- 
cept of the generosity of a friend. One 
night a gentleman met him who asked 
him if it would be convenient for him 
to havea meeting with a certain railway 
capitalist, whom he did not name, on 
the following day. Mr. Conkling con- 
sented, and he found himself in the 
presence of Jay Gould, aman who, in 
his public capacity, he had attacked, 
but for whose ability he had the highest 
respect. Mr. Gould offered him a re- 
tainer as counsel in acase of great 
importance, and that Conkling accepted, 
and won the case. Business came to 
him very quickly after that. He no 
longer was obliged to borrow books 
from the law library of a friend. 
He moved into spacious offices on 
Wall street. He found that, although 
his career as a politician was over, 
his fame would not die out, and when he 
went to Hartford, to Washington, and 
especially to Kansas City. to try import- 
ant cases great throngs followed him 
from his hotel to the courtrooms that 
they might see and hear this famous 
man. His retainers, some of them, rep- 
resented small fortunes. He was in the 
United States Senate fourteen years, 
and his salary fora partof that time 
was $3000 a year anda part $5000, 
and he received in a single retainer 
more maney than he was paid for his 
entire service in congress, extending 
from 1859 to 1881, with the exception 
of two years. He paid obligations in- 
curred by indorsement amounting to 
$90,000, and in a single year earned 
what was up to that time believed to be 
the largest sum ever received by a New 
York lawyer for a similar space of time, 
nearly $200,000. That sum has been 
exceeded since then, it being understood 
that John E. Parsons received over 
$400,000 for his services in organizing 
what is known as the sugartrust. Had 
Conkling not been taken away by acci- 
dent almost on account of exposure 
during the blizzard, itis generally be- 
lieved that before old age reached him 
he would have gained a fortune ap- 
proachiug pretty nearly $1,000,000. 
DANIEL DOUGHERTY’S NEW YORK CAREER. 
Daniel Dougherty, the orator, better 
known, perhaps, asa platform speaker of 
exquisite charm than as a lawyer, who 
died recently, was, it has always been 
believed, induced,to open an office in 
New York partly by reason of the re- 
ports of Mr. Conkling’s success. 
Dougherty was almost as famous as an 
orator as Conkling, but, of course, had 
not his political career as a dramatic 
background to the story of his life. 
He was aman of infinite charm. He 
was a member of the Democratic party 
as Conkling had been of the Republi- 
can, and when he decided to open an 
oftice in New York the Démocrats had 
no distinctive orator, with the excep- 
tion of Col. Fellows, in ats local mem- 
bership. Bourke Cochran was then an 
obscure aad struggling lawyer, with 
his reputation tomake. The politicians 
did everything for Mr. Dougherty. 
They asked him to nominate Han- 
cock, and he made a gpeech 
which Democrats regard as quite as 
brilliant an effort as was that which 
Col. Bob Ingersoll made when he placed 
Blaine in nomination, and it has always 
been felt that had Dougherty been as 
unknown as Ingersoll was before the 
Plumed Knight's speech was delivered, 
he would have received such sudden 
fame as came to Ingersoll. Mr. Dough- 
erty’s success in New York, while it 
would have satisfied a younger man, did 
not meet his own bopes or the expecta- 
tions of his friends. He did not dupli- 
cate Conkling’s career. No man, with 
the possible exception of ex-Judge Dil- 
lon and Gov. Hoadley of Ohio, has 
done that. Gov. Hoadley having re- 
ceived the highest honors that his State 
could give him, was induced to remove 
to New York as the head of a legal firm 
which, according to the stories lawyers 
tell, has done business equal to that 
which some banks of considerable capi- 
taldo. It has been corporation busi-

not whatis called a showy man. He 
would make no such casual impression

He wovld hardly captivate a 
promiscuous throng, such as gather in 
political assemblies. When he ad- 
dresses a court he speaks in the com- 
mon tone of conversation, without ges- 
ture, without rhetoric, and yet no man 
addresses a court in New York State 
to whom the judges give closer heed. 
His language is the purest English, 
his sentences are as lucid as the para- 
graphs in a child’s primer, and it is lu- 
cidity and learning which are his only 
reliance in miking a pleading. Aftera 
stranger has listened to him for a while 


he finds that this man who is 
speaking so simply, so wholly 
free from rhetorical trick or elo- 


cutionary device, is after all saying 
something, that interésts, and 
interest is caused by the wonderful 
clearness with which the thought is ex- 
pressed, The most technical and driest 
of legal argument is thus set forth so 
that a child almost might understand it. 
Very few men at the bar have plunged 
so deeply into the study of lawasa 
science and have gone so far back to its 
sources ashas Mr Carter, and these 
studies often prolonged, until midnight 
have brought to him the repute which 
he has of being, all things considered, 
perhaps the profoundest lawyer at the 
New York bar. His edrnings have not 
been so great as those of some other 
lawyers who have less ability than he. 
but he has what most lawyers prize 
more highly than great earnings. the 
repute of being the leader of the New 
York bar since Mr. Evarts’s retirement. 

Mr. Carter is a bachelor. Like his 
very warm friend and professional inti- 
mate, the late Samuel J: Tilden, his ro- 
mance has been found in his law books. 
He isnot a club man. Nobody ever 
hears of him at these great formal gath- 
erings in New York city, where distin- 
guished men take conspicuous part. 
His amusement is confined to horseback 
riding. When he takes his vacation in 
the summer, he goes_ to no fashionable 
resort, but secludes himself in some 
quiet village where his reputation has 
not preceded him. Mr. Carter has 
steadfastly declined all political temp- 
tation. He has a smile for those who 
thus approach him, and he says that no 
truer sentence was ever uttered than 
that one which says ‘*The law is a jeal- 
ous mistress.’?’ He was greatly grati- 
fied and is a man of such simple habit 
that he was glad to express that joy 
when he was selected by the President 
for the high honor of representing the 
Government in the Bering Sea arbitra- 
tion, a friendly litigation, he says, 
which is likely to be as important in its 
consequences as was that other famous 
tribunal which determined the Alabama 
cases. 

JUDGE SHIPMAN AND OTHERS. 

Ex-Judge William D. Shipman, who 
began life asa blacksmith, reading law 
from an open Blackstone by the side of 
his forge, was appointed by President 
Buchanan United States District Judge 
for Connecticut, with a salary of $4000. 
He resigned to practice law in New 
York city, becoming a member of the 
firm of which the distinguished S. M. L. 
Barlow was the head. Judge Shipman 
has been one of the successful men who 
opened an office in New York, although 
bred to the law elsewhere, and is re- 
puted to be worth morethan $1,000,- 
000. 

Ex-Gov. Wailer of Connecticut, who 
had served as Consul General at, Lon- 
don, isnow a Wall street lawyer, and 
at 50 is striving to gain in fortune 
a success which will compare with his 
rewardsin politics. Forty years ago he 
was a newsboy, and in his compara- 
tively brief career has been Secretary 
of State of Connecticut, Speaker of the 
House, Governor of the State, Consul 
General to London, and yet he tells his 
friends that he is now having as much 
fun as he ever did in his life, because 
he is a private citizen making money 
honorably. 

Col. Bob Ingersoll came to New York 
ten years ago after having practiced in 
Illinois and Washington. He is one of 
those who have been successful, but his 
success has been gained at the expense 
of his repute as an orator, since his 
practice is so great that he no longer 
has time for the platform.

| Nevertheless it is certain that the first 
bold navigator. who set foot on the 
American continent was not named 
Cristoforo Colombo. We well know 
‘when and where the Italian frst 
_ landed fromthe Santa Maria on the 
| Western world. . 
| It was on the norning of Friday, the 
12th of October, 1492, that, ciad in 
complete armor and carrying in his 
hand the royal banner of Bpain, Colum- 
bus descended upon the level shores of 
| the small island which had first greeted 
him, and which he found to be 
very fruitful, fresh and verdant and 
like a garden full of trees. On touch- 
| ing the land Columbus and all the 
| Spaniards who were present fell upon 
their knees and with tears of that deep- 
est kind men do not know the cause of, 
poured fourth their immense thanks- 
giving to Almighty God, The great 
business df the day then commenced, 
and Colombas,.svith shedne. legal form- 
alities, tool sseioupor-behalf of the 
Spanish monarch, ef the island of 
Guamhani, which he forthwith named 
San Salvador. 

But this man was ‘‘Columbus the 
Third’ at least, and the Santa Maria 
was a tolerably well developed ship, 
much like that shown in the accom- 
panying illustration.

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after the Norse fashion down to quite 
recent times. Avaft her mast they had 
built a mortuary chamber of logs with 
gables of planks set on end. In this 
“Davy Jones's locker’’ were found the 
remains of the dead. It was the Cus- 
tom then for a mariner to be buried in 
his boat. This curious’grave had been 
looted before Mr. Nicolaysen’s arrival, 
so he failed to discover the implements 
of the ancient viking. The boat is of 
oak, clinker built, and nearly cighty 
feet long. Her strakes were fastened 
with iron nails and the seams caulked 
with oakum made of cow's hair spun 
into three-stranded cord. She was pro- 
pelled both by oars and canvas, like the 
viking-boat of the tenth century. shown 
here. The oars were about twenty feet 
long, plied through holes in the side of 
the boat, thirty-two of which can be 
made out. She had no deck ana ‘her 
rudder was hung by a rope forward of 
the stern post. The exposition boat. 
constructed to show exactly how she 
was built and how she was sailed, will 
be interesting. 

But these white navigators found 
people living on the continent. There- 
fore, there must have been another 
Columbus, if not many more. If vou 
take a map of Alaska you find that 
Bering Strait has a pretty little group 
of islands, the Diomedes, just half way 
across—it could not bea hard fore- 
noon's work to row from the mainland 
to these islands, or evento skate there 
and back in cold weather. Savages do 
cross there now continually in the most 
primitive craft. 

I have been so fortunate as to obtain 
a picture of these primitive boats from 
tLe pen of the distinguished artist, 
Henry Elliott, from which a drawing ‘is 
here given. 
the Bering Strait, pushing off from 
the Diomedes for Cape Prince of Wales, 
on the Amefican side. The National 
Museum possesses a number of these 
Eskimo unimaks. I can tell you how

Who was ‘‘Colambus the Second’’? 

A Northman, whose ancestors settled 
in Denmark, conquered Norway and 
Sweden, then ventured forth to colonize 
Iceland and Greenland. As early as 
the year 875 of our era, Ingolf saile} 
to Iceland and presently founded the 
city of Rejkiavik. Ten years after 
Eric the Red sailed westward and found 
Greenland, whose existence had been 
previously reported. Humboldt says: 
“Whilst the Caliphate was still flourish- 
ing at Bagdad, and Persia was still 
under the Samanides, whose age was so 
favorable to poetry, America was dis- 
covered by Leif, son of Eric the Red. 
by the northern route, and as far as 41 
degrees, 30 minutes north latitude.’’— 
[| Cosmos, 603.] 

We are not perfectly sure of the kind 
of vessels in which this bold work was 
done, but archeologists have dug up in 
a dozen places around the North Sea 
remains of ancient boats older than the 
discovery of Iceland, 

When you see at the World’s Fair 
next yeara ‘‘viking-ship’’ brought over

after what is known to learned men as 
the ‘“Gokstad viking-boat,’’ you will 
know how the sailing vessel of ‘‘Colum- 
bus the Second”’ probably looked. 

The Gokstad boat as pictured here is 
now set up in the archzological mn- 
seum, in Christiana, Norway. It was 
dug up in 1880 by Mr. Nicolaysen, at 
Gokstad. She was entombed ina circu- 
lar barrow, or burying place, resting on 
her keel and decorated with shields 
hung close together along the rails

the greatest care. They use no nails. 
If they had nails they could not use 
them in driftwood. Besides, in sucha 
cold country the frost would bite them 
in two like icicles.

The Eskimoship carpenter 
makes up his frame of driftwood by 
tying the bits of wood together with 
thongs of walrus rawhide and draws 
over it a covering of sealskin prepared 
in the best manner to make the material 
tough and keep out the water.

‘Santa Maria.’’ It floats like an egg- 
shell, and has great sustaining power, 
holding a family aad ali their effects as 
they move from placeto place. This 
sort of navigation must have been go- 
ing on hereabouts for a very long time. 
Mr. Dall opened shell heaps of great 
antiquity lower down the coast. Mr. 
Murdock found relics of the Eskimo 
many feet below the surface in digging 
through a gravel bank at Point Barrow. 
It does not matter whether or not all 
the aborigines of this continent are the 
descendants of those who first came over 
the Arctic waters. That is not the 
point now.

It will come 
after ‘‘La Dabacle’’ in point of date, 
and will wind up the 
series. ‘‘Dr. Pascal’’ will be published 
next spring, and the first serial rights 
have already been sold for $7000, 
the highest price yet attained 
by the author of ‘‘Nana."’ Nexc 
will come ‘‘Lourdes,’’ the religious 
novel, which has been so much discussed 
lately, and then finally, an exhaustive 
study of thé population or rather of the 
depopulation question, now agitating so 
prefoundedly all French thinkers and 
politicians. M. Zola himself told me 
that he has for years been collecting 
evidence on this important subject.

This novel, which will be probably 
calied **The Detritus,’’ will be one of his 
most curious and powerful stories.

Her ser- 
ies of articles signed Vera Tzarkin, en- 
titied Woman’s Walks,’’ might have 
been written by Sala:in his best days, 
and gave delightful and scholarly 
giimpses of new and old London. She 
also does many of &he World’s *Celeb- 
rities at Home,’’ and all the art criti- 
cism for*that paper. 

The long-awaited ‘Life of Mrs. 
Booth,’’ the mother of the Salvation 
Army, will appear early next month in 
a three-volume edition published by 
subscription, and will probably be the 
book of the year as far as memoirs are 
concerned. Tothe general public the 
last volume will prove of special inter- 
est, for it contains letters from many 
remarkable people, who, though notin 
sympathy with the general's religious 
beliefs, yet feel profoundly the rere 
character and humanitarian breadth of 
his helpmeet.

The Alabama Situation—‘“‘Here We 
| Rest,” and Then Move On. 


The Alliance Ready for Bloody War 
Against Democracy. 


New York's Importance — Republicans 
May Lose It and Win—Cleveland 
Must Have It or Go 
Surely Under.

“New Yorn, Oct. 8.-—Alabama is los- 


ing in the political world the charming | 


Significance of her beautiful name. It 
cannot be said by her politicians dur- 
ing this presidential campaign, “Here 
we rest." The dissensions among the 
Democrats are such that if the divisions 
of the opposition could be reconciled 
the State would cértainly cmst its elec- 
toral vote against Cleveland. The tone 
of the Southern papers, nearly all Dem- 
ocratic, and the correspondence of the 
Northern journals of the Democracy, 
show the most grave uneasiness about 
the maintenance of the solidity of the 
South, and there are signs of a feeling 
that the Democratic party must be pre- 
pared to rally on the second line—the 
House of Representatives. One of the 
signs is the increasing anxiety of the 
Democrats to make  fisions with 
the view of heiping the third party in 
the far Western and mountain States. 
Democratic prestige and discipline 
failed, however, though used with unex- 
ampled ardor. to hoid the masses of the 
white men of Alabama under the magic 
and authority of the old name. There 
are two white men’s parties in the Gulf 
States. and as is suggested in President 
Harrison's letter of acceptance, the 
people of the localities under these 
conditions will insist upon ashow of all 
shades of opinion at the ballot-box. 
The Force Bill is notin it, because, 
above ali, the people themselves are 
Working ont their high destiny, and 
will soon be as free from the tyranny 
of partyism as from other tyrannies. 
The Democratic stories of the views 
of the party in Alabama are quite har- 
rowing. They arethat Chris Magee of 
Pennsylvania, who has made himself 
the representative executive man of 
the Republican antagonism to Cameron 
and Quay, visited Alabama in the midst 
of the fermentation growing out of the 
State election in which Kolb was de- 
feated after all the votes had been cast, 
and procured action to be taken with 
the express and diabolical purpose of 
depriving Cieveland of the electoral 
vote of a Southern sovereign State. 
The audacity of attempting such a thing 
made the Democratic despots so wrothy 
that they almost frightened themselves. 
But Magee found various conditions, 
and they should be subjected to analyti- 
calstudy. The Democracy of Alabama 
have been subordinate to a company of 
gentiemen who been public 
spirited and seemto have started with 
a talent for public affairs, and became 
known alike to admirers and objectors 
as the *‘Montgomery ring.*’ They par-

The poor white men of the 
State on their little farms in the white 
counties would prefer war rather than 
submission to the black counties and to 
be cheated like and through the numer- 
ical force of negroes by the mapipn- 
lating bosses. :

mon.extends. They are about all in fa- 
vor of free silver and any scheme of

no political advantage to be obtained 
from statistics of that style. 

The tone of the letters from the 
Cleveland side in Alabama, after being 
singularly blue and touching almost the 
darkoess of despair over the perversity 
of the people in denouncing negro dom- 
ination and all the stage properties, has 
lightened a shade. There is a chance 
yet for the Cleveland Democracy, and 
hope has revived. There isa black Re- 
publican party in the field composed of 
Republicans whose complexions aré@ so 
distinct and whose principles are so se- 
vere, while their virtues are so exalted, 
that they can’t bear to enter into codp- 
eration with sinners. These pro- 
nounced patriots canaot consent to 
compromise -with the wicked. They 
must have a straight Harrison ticket. 
They know, of course, thereis no pos- 
sibility of electing it. and that their 
movement plays into the hands of the 
Democracy of the Cleveland sort; that 
they are meaning to cast—so far as 
they can be supposed to have any mean- 
ing—halfa vote for Cleveland when 
they are pretending to throw a whole 
one for Harrison! 

However, when a conscientious man 
is in the grasp of a great principle he 
has to go with it out of a window or 
over a precipice. It is presumed that 
the straight Harrison ticket is largely, 
if not entirely, a Democratic device. 
In other language, the old party is turn- 
ing to the ‘‘black counties’? again, and 
trusting to those they have so long de- 
risively termed Black Republicans for 
succor in the direst need. 

The current estimate 1s that if about 
50,000 black votes can be diverted to 
the straight Harrison ticket, the Cleve- 
land ticket can be pulled through. The 
colored men, though some of them 
would rather be Democrats sometimes 
than disfranchised all the time, have 
too much Republican religion in them 
to vote the Democratic ticket for the 
Presidency. It is a brilliant scheme to 
set them up to voting for Harrison di- 
rectly asa way of helping Cleveland. 
Thisis. the way of Democratic salva- 
tion through the black counties. The 
adroitness of the strategy isa match 


for Magee. The Alabama _ situation 
has 


become one of intense in- 
terest. The significance 
is in the clear fact that infiu- 


ences so deeply affecting, as is evident, 
a great typical Southern commnnity 
like the State of Alabama, must be felt 
in other States of like character. The 
constant stream of assurances from 
Democrats that North Carolina is all 
right for Cleveland cast doubt in that 
direction. Republicans have some con- 
fidence in West Virginia, and the news 
from Missouri is that such is’ the 
strength of the alliances in that State 
the Republicans have a good chance to 
elect their Governor. The Missouri 
farmers are out of conceit and patience 
with the St. Louis gang. They have 
waiteda long time to find out where 
they came in when they gave the Dem- 
ocrats a straight succession of victories 
and they desire to do something to show 
what their ability and ambition are. 
The alliances and Democrats are so 
divided in Tennessee that there is held 
to be an opportunity for the Republi- 
cans. The true policy undoubtedly 
would be for the ‘opponents of the 
Cleveland Democracy in all the South- 


ticket pledged to go against the Demo- 
cratic candidates and not pledged to go 
for any one—falling back upon the 
original plan of the fathers to make 
electoral college bodies free to act for 
the common good and to do it after 
serious consultation; national conven- 
tions having nothing more to do with 
them than Congress has.

Republicans may” in- 
dulge fancies in local matters and play 
with the issues alleged to be before the 
people in off years, but when it comes 
to voting for or against American 
nationality, with all its glories of the 
generation, they musterin solid ranks. 

The peculiarity of the South, that it 
has been, solid for nearly twenty years 
for the benefit of'a party, and that this 
party has presumed, upon this solidity 
and held all remonstrance in contempt 
in organizing and fortifying a frau, is 


the warrant fora constitutional combi- 
nation against it. If such an organiza-

number of electoral votes from the 
South for Harrison. 

That the number of Alliance members 
of Congress will be largely recruited 
from the South, and that the Republi- 
cans will gain several, is confidently be- 
lieved. That the real election of Pres- 
ident takes place in New York is, how- 
ever, the impression of all the sober cal- 
culators. 

The Democrats cannot lose the State 
and win the general election, but the 
Republicans may do so. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s soft tariff views came too late. 
Public opinion is fixed on that subject. 
It is, that the Chicago platform means 
a destructive war upon the protected 
industries—striking both capital and 
labor—and no late-in-the-evening pro- 
testations will have anyeffect. ‘The in- 
formation upon which the Democratic 
tura that is apparent in Cleveland's let- 
ter of acceptance, that the country was 
against thé Chicago tariff ripper resolu- 
tion, and the Cleveland-Stevenson Mad- 
ison Square speeches, was true, and the 
truth will abide. Mr. Cleveland's reas- 
suring remarks, drawn out in sentences 
with double bow knots in them, do 
not go. 

The Democratic party had a great 
deal of diMiculty with its character to 
start with in this campaign. The 
House had harmed it by disclosures of 
inherent viciousness and incompetency 
incompatible with business, and the 
wild midnight raid upon American pro- 
tection and reciprocity was a terror. 
Mr. Hill's speeches cheered up the 
Democrats—but Mr. Cleveland's letter 
disquieted them—for they all saw the 
tone and temper—the whole atmos- 
phere of the letter—the substance and 
the color—were not those of one confi- 
dent in his cause. 

The letter is that of a man who feels 
whipped, and his presence in New York 
has not been reassuring to his friends, 
for it only defines and makes prominent 
the difficulties of the situation for him- 
selfand his party. The local combats 
seem, when they rage around the per- 
son of the candidate, more accentuated 
and of keener distinction. The conflict 
about a second Democratic ticket—the 
trial of Senator Hill’s strength in the 
judicial nomination—the jealousies, in- 
dividual and factional—the concurrence 
of the railway franchise gifts with 
Croker’s blessing—Whitney and Lamont 
interested—coming very close to Mr. 
Cleveland himself, have, taken alto- 
gether, told the Republicans that the 
current of events is still with them. 
The Republicans are in firm lines and 
marching all one way. They are in the 
great cities encouraged by good news 
from the smaller cities and the country, 
and send it back again. The news of 
the day is Republican. It is a Republi- 
can year.

IN STRANGE LANDS. 


Mrs. James Brown Potter and 
Her Theatrical Experiences 


Orient. 


A Visit to Her Home in London and 
a Look at Its Curios. 


The Rajahs of India—She Gives Her Views 
of High-caste Hindoo Ladies—How 
She Acted Before the Mikado 
and Mer All-day Acting. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

St. Perenssore, Oct. 8, 1892.—1 see 
that Mrs. James Brown Potter is about 
togo to America. I spent a most de- 
lightful evening with her not long ago 
at her home in London, and had a long 
chat with her about hr experiences 
since she left America some years ago. 
Mrs. Potter’s London home is one of 
the prettiest little cottages you can 
imagine. It is situated in St. John’s 
Wood, about an hour’s ride by cab from 
Charing Cross, and her little house is 
surrounded by beautiful villas, and it is 
curiotisly fugnished with the plunder 
which Mrs. Potter has gathered from 
the four quarters of..the world where 
she has been acting during the past few 
years. Entering a wide hall you are 
cenfronted by a gigantic black ostrich 
over six feet high, which was shot by 
one of Mrs. Potter’s admirers during 
her stay in South Africa, and presented 
toher, The parlors at the right are 
filled with souveniré from Japan, Aus 
tralia and Ceylon. Around the wall 
near the ceiling there 1s a frieze of red, 
black and gold embroidery from North 
India, and upon the sofas are the rich 
silk stuffs which formed the dresses of 
Japanese daimios in the days of the 


past. Chairs and tables of rich black 
teak wood given Mrs. Potter in 
Canton, China, stand side by side 
with low seats of ebony inlaid 


with mother-of-pearl which she got 
from the pashas of Egypt, and the walls 
are artistically hung with all sorts of 
curios, some ‘beauttfuk some ugly and 
each having a story or a reminiscence 
connected with it. That long sword 
there over the mantel was brought in to 
Mrs. Potter one day at Canton dripping 
with human blood. It was used to cut 
off the heads of nineteen pirates by the 
Chinese executioner during her stay, 
and though Mrs. Potter refused the in- 


the execution, she was presented with 
this trophy by her friend, who went 
alone to the scene and bought this 
sword after the beheading as a present 
for her. Near the sword there are other 
knives of all sorts:of Shapes, from the 
Damascus blade to the Turkish scimiter, 
and in other parts ofthe room all sorts 
of weapons, from the old matchlock 
rifle, which you still find in the iuterior 
of China, to the boomerang and the 
queer shields of the natives of Austra- 
lia. Both in the parlors and in the 
dining-room there are great quantities 
of rare eastern embroideries, old rugs 
cover the floors andthe dining chairs 
are of teak wood from China, the side- 
board and mantels are filled with fine 
porcelains from Japan and China, and 
the rich lacquer of Tokio vies in its 
colors with the splendidjp, carved brass 
of Berares, on the Ganges. The house, 
in fact, is almost an oriental museum in 
its furnishings, but the things are so ex- 
quisitely arranged that it is most beau- 
tiful and homelike. 


Mrs. James Brown Potter looks no 
older now than she did that night when 
she shocked Washington society by re- 
citing ‘‘’Ostler Joe’’ at one of Secre- 
tary Whitney’s charitable sociables. 
She is the same slender, beautitul dark- 
eyed girl, and she has the same attract- 
ive conversational powers which made 
her one cf the leading figures of New 
York’s Four Hundred before she went 
uyon the stage. During our chat I 
asked her to tell me how she came to 
recite ‘‘’Ostler Joe’’ that night, and I 
was:surprised to hear her say that she 
gave it at the request of Secretary 
Whitney himself. Said she: ‘There 
was nothing particularly wrong in the 
poem, and many worse things are re- 
cited and played every year upon the 
stage. I had recited it several times in 
New York and it had been greatiy ap- 
plauded there. I had not the slightest 
idea that it would create,;the sensation 
it did, and I would never’ have recited 
it had I not been urged te do so. I was 
visiting at Mrs. Secretary Whitney’s 
when she gave this charity entertain- 
“ment, which was mothered you know 
by Mrs. President Cleveland. I was 
asked to take part, and I was in doubt 
what piece to select, when Secretary 
Whitney and Senator Eugene Hale 
urged meto recite *’Ostler Joe,’’ and 
it was at their request that I did so. 
They knew, I. am sure now, tWat it 
would create a sensation, and it did so, 
i} can assure you. Isaw that the mo- 
ment I opened my mouth,,,,but.I could 
not go back then, and I went on, and I 
don’t believe I have ever recited better 
than I did thatnight. I felt thatI was 
in the presence of an audience inimical 
to me, and all the combativeness of my 
nature was roused. I threw my whole 
‘soulintoit. Itried to put myself in 
the place of the poet, and the situation 
absorbed me. I know I recited it well, 
but as I sat down there wasa_ dead si- 
lence. The nextday the papers were 
full of it, and I was looked upon as one 
of the most audaciously wicked women 
ofthe land. I have not recited the 
poem from that day to this, though I 
have been repeatedly asked to do so.’’ 


Mrs. James Brown Potter is the only 
American woman who has ever acted 
successfully in the far East, and there is 
-hardlya woman in the world who has 
appeared before such a strange variety 
of audiences as she has. As we looked 
over her curios from the many lands of 
the Orient I asked her to tell me some- 
thing of her Eastern experiences. She 
replied that they were delightful and 
some of the happiest days of her life 
had been passed among the Indians of 
Hindoostan, and that she was thinking 
seriously of returning to India during 
the coming year. She showed me pho- 
tographs of herself taken in front of 
the famous Taj Mahal at Agra. This is 
the finest temple of the workKd. It is of 
the purest of white marble and is of 
vast extent, but it is put together as 
delicately as a jewel, and its doors are 
a lacework of the most delicate marble 
carvings. One of the finest gardens in 
the world surrounds it, and there is a 
long marble aqueduct in which fountains 
play running through thisuptoit. It is 
at the foot of this aqueduct that Mrs. Pot- 
ter stands in the picture with the Taj as 
a background. Ano*her photograph rep- 
resents her tent life in Bombay. and a 
third shows her as she sits in Delhi 
among the tnrbaned jewelers’ and bar- 
gains, as you do in India for everything 
you buy. Said Mrs. Potter: ‘I can’t 
tell you how much I liked India and 
how queer were my experiences there. 
We have no idea of the life, customs, 
intelligence and hospitality of those 


people. The English colonies there are

large and you will find no better society 
in the world than you will in Calcutta 
and Bombay. The most of the officers 


| of the English government come of the 


better English families, and it may sur- 
prise you to know that you -find as 
well-educated and as _ well-dressed 
in India as anywhere in 
They lead a _luxa- 
rious life, too, and every family 
has a score or more of servants. .1 had 
something like twenty-five servants 
while I was in Calcutta, and the most 
of these were men. Calcutta is a mag- 
nificent city, and as the ‘center of the 
government of India it has good thea- 
ters. acted there for a whole winter, 
and we did very well. I was often 
asked to act before the rajahs of india 
at their private theaters, and for thea- 
ter parties giv by them. These ra- 
jahs are often immensely wealthy, and 
they think nothing of hiring a theatri- 
cal troupe and opening a theater exclu- 
sively for their guests. They pay in 
such cases so much a night, and | often 
made from 15,000 to 20,000 rupees a 
night for such playing. A rupee is 
about 33 cents, so this was from $5000 
to $6000, which was not at all bad. 


'“This,’’ said Mrs. Potter, as she 
picked up a beautiful writing desk of 
silver enamel, ‘‘was a present from the 
Maharajah of Hyderabad, one of the 
most famous of India’s native rulers. I 
was entertained at his palace, and [had 
an experience in this that even the En- 
glish rarely have. I received many 
presents of jewelry and other things 
from the rajahs, and I was admitted to 
their women’s apartments and con- 
versed with their wives. I acted all 
over India, and was successful every- 
where I went, and I had a great success 
in Bombay. Lrecited here and in other 
places before the high-caste Indian la- 
dies in their zenanas, and I can tell you 
that many of these ladies are as well 
educated as we are. They nearly ail 
speak English, andI found that many 
ofthem could quote Shakespeare as 
wellasI could. In Bombay, while I 
was acting there, an unprecedented 
thing occurred in the coming to the 
theater of a large number of these high- 
caste ladies. We had about twenty 
boxes latticed off for them, and they 
came into these out of their covered 
carriages with veils over their faces. 
When they gotinto the boxes they were 
shut out ffom the view of the men in 
the audience, and they peeped at the 
stage through the. holes in the lattice 
work. While I was in Bombay I visited 
the Iniian Sorosis Club. which has been 
organized by Mrs. Dr. Ryder, an Ameri- 
can lady, and which is made up of high- 
caste native ladies, and which is much 
like our Sorosis in New York. I made 
many friends among these ladies, and I 
correspond with some of them quite 
regularly.”’ 


‘‘How did you come to go out to India, 
Mrs. Potter?’’ I asked. 

‘“T was calléd there from Australia,’’ 
was the reply. ‘Mr. Bellew and my- 
self were offered a very good engage- 
mentin Australia when we were in 
London, and we went thete and suc- 
ceeded beyond our hopes. Now, India, 
China and Japan get most of their Eng- 
lish actors from Australia, and a suc- 
cess in Australia is to these countries 
like a success in London would be to 
the provinces.”’ 


‘‘Tell me something about Australian 
theaters and Australian audiences, Mrs. 
Potter,’’ said I. 

“The Australians are the greatest 
theater-goers in the world,’’ was the 
reply. ‘‘They have magnificent build- 
ings and the best of stage machinery. 
They know just what they want and 
they have excellent judgment as to 
whatis good. There are a number of 
good-sized cities and I played eleven 
mouths in three cities alone. I trav- 
eled all over Australia, went to the 
gold regions, and had success every- 
where. Ican get an engagement any 
time I want it there and I consider the 
country one of the best-paying amuse- 
ment countries of the world. I went 
from it to Ceylon and played at Co- 
lombo for several weeks and then went 
on to Hindoostan.’’ 


“How did you like China and Japan?” 

‘Very much, indeed,’’ replied Mrs. 
Potter. ‘Coming from Calcutta we 
sailed to Singapore and Penang and 
thence to Hong Kong. There is a good 
theater here anda large English popu- 
lation. The island of Hong Kong be- 
longs to England, though all the labor- 
ers and many of the merchants there 
are Chinamen. You go about in jinrik- 
shas and in chairs carried on the backs 
of men, and people all go to the theater 
in this way. There are comparatively 
few carriages, but every one has his 
jinriksha, which is a sort of a baby car- 
riage on wheels, pulled by a bare-legged 
Chinaman. I found the same thing in. 
Japan, and I got to like this way 
of riding very much. From Hong 
Kong I went tothe big Chinese city of 
Canton. This place has about a million 
or so inhabitants, but there are few En- 
glish init. Thenext big city I played 
in was Shanghai, which the foreigners 
call the Paris of the East. It has good 
theaters and a great number of English 
and Americanand French. It has many 
rich people living in it, and you need as 
good clothes to appear in the Anglo- 
Shanghai society as you do in London 
society. I acted here forsometime and 
then went to Japan. 1 sailed across the 
inland sea and landed first at Nagasaki. 
The trip from Shanghai is a delightful 
one, and Nagasaki is one of the pret- 
tiest cities inthe world: It has about 
150,000 people, and the Japanese 
houses in which these live are built 
around the sides of great hills which 
slope down into a beautiful bay. From 
here I went to Kobe, another big town, 
and then onto Yokohama and Tokio. 
At Tokio I played before the Mikado at 
his palace, and he gave me a Japanese 
pug dog, which I have named after him, 
**Mutsuhito.’’ WhenlI played at Tokio 
we had to keep the play going all day, 
and we began to act at 7 o’clock in the 
morning and it was not until dark that 
‘we stopped. In both China and Japan 
they keep the theaters open all day, 
and in Tokio the families who came 
brought their lunches with them, and 
the seats were nearly all on the floor, 
the Japs squatting down and sitting 
either on their heels or cross-legged. 
The stage was on a pivot, and when it 
was necessary to change from one scene 
to another the stage was rolled around 
and the scenery, which had been made 
up at the back, was thus brought. around 
tothe front. There were a number of 
the best ladies of Tokio at the theater 
when I played, and they were very anx- 
ious to see my clothes and to examine 
into their makeup. The Japanese like 
long delays between the acts, and the 
men had a way of coming behind the 
scenes without asking that I did not 
much like. The Japanese theaters 
themselves seldom have ladies among 
their actors, and the parts of women 
are always taken by boys or men.” 


‘Did you go from Japan to Africa?’ I 
asked. 
‘“‘No,”’ replied Mrs. Potter. went 
first back to London and from there we 
sailed to the Cape of Good Hope. We 
arrived thereon the 21st of January. 
and two days later we opened the thea- 
ter in Cape Town with the biggest house 
ever seen in that city. We played 
Romeo and Juliet and I was received 


with a perfect ovation. We played 
there a month and had good houses 


> 


every night, and we thought. we were 
going to make a lot of money. We had 
just begun the fifth week, when one 
Sunday afternoon a fire broke out in the 
theajer and it burned to the ground. 
Our wirdrobes were all consumed in the 
fire and nearly all of our stage property, 
We lost thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property and the result was we had to 
throw up our engagements, as we had 
no costumes with which to proceed. 
The people there were very kind to us, 
and they raised a purse of $3500 for 
us, but I refused to accept this and we 
came back to London. During my stay 
in Africa I visited the diamond mines, 
and I had made arrangements to play 
throughout South Africa, but the fire 
forced us to cancel all such engage- 
ments. Thé trip, of course, was a very 
unprofitable one for me.’’ 


At this point the conversation drifted 
to other matters, and Mrs. Potter told 
me the story of her life. The most of it 
has never been printed ‘and when the 
true inwardness of the troubles between 
herself and her husband become known 
it will be seen that she is as much 
sinned against as sinning. ‘‘I don’t liks 
to talk about it,’’ said she, as she leaned 
her chin on her hand and looked dream- 
ily out of the windows, ‘‘but so many 
false stories have been reported of me 
that it is only fair that the trath should 
be known. Iwas born, you know, in 
Louisiana, on a plantation near New 
Orleans, and my life there was of the 
freest and ‘happiest character. My 
father had lost his fortune during the 
war and we were comparatively poor. 
I was born with the spirit of unrest and 
travel in me, and as I roamed about the 
plantation I used to long to see the 
world, and I thought that anything that 
I could do would be worth doing to get 
to see it. read much and I was 
romantic in the extreme. Jt was in 
New Orleans that I met young Mr. Pot- 
ter. He was young andI thought by 
marrying him that this desire of mine 
could be realized. I became engaged to 
him and we were married, and two days 
after our marriage I[ discovered what 
a terrible mistake I had made. I 
found that I had married a man 
I could notelove, and that my hus- 
bani was a boy, a fop and a weak 
fool. Had he had any of the ele- 
ments of manly character about him I 
think I would have made him a good 
wife, but he had no strength whatever. 
I went with him to New York and we 
lived with the family. Icould do noth- 
ing to please them. Itried, God knows 
how hard I tried! but they, with their 
Puritan ideas and their churchly hypoc- 
risy, froze th2 soul outof me. They 
found fault with everything I did and I 
could do nothing, right. Still, was a 
success in New York. The people 
seemed to take tome, andI was more 
noticed in social circles than the other 
members of my husband’s family. This 
angered Mrs, Potter, and she used to 
tell me that she did not want me known 
as Mrs. Potter, and that I must tell peo- 
ple that I wasnot the Mrs. Potter, but 
Mrs. Jimmy Potter. The truth of it 
was that I was so persecuted at home 
that my life wasa constant hell save 
when I was in society, and my husband 
did nothing to help me. IfI talked to 
him about my troubles I found that my 
words were repeated to his mother, and 
she would throw them back at me. .I 
had no money, and because I could not 
dress well I was accused of having bad 
taste. You can’t dress in good style 
without money, but they gave young Jim- 
my Potter only $1500 a year on which to 
live. You might skimp along on that 
in London, but youcan'tdo it in New 
York, and soit went on. I felt allthe 
time that I could make a living for my- 


self, and I did not see how I could 
with self-respect continue to live as I 
did, and I decided to leave. I gave the 
family one chance, however, and gave 
them a year tothink of it. I told them 
ifthey would give me $7000 a year to 
live upon and take young Potter into 
the business I would remain with them; 
otherwise I would cut off my connection 
with the family and strike out for my- 
self. They laughed at me and at the 
end of thistime Tf left. For the past 
five yearsI have not received one 5- 
cent piece from them. I have sup- 
ported myself and have made a name 
which lam notashamed toown. They 
have treated me disgracefully in every 
sense of the word, and ina financial 
way as well as a personal way. When 
Tuxedo Park was started I helped Mr. 
Lorillard to put the scheme on its feet. 
I did it out of friendship and I wrote 
thousands of letters to interest society 
in it. I got Senator Frank Hiscock, 
Secretary Whitney and others to go 
there and I made it fashionable. Mr. 
Lorillard was very thankful, and he 
offered me a building site there for my 
efforts in the matter. 
that he had better make the deed out 
in my husband’s name, as otherwise it 
might create remark. I was green 
enough then, and I permitted him to do 
so. IfI had been the practical woman 
Iam nowlI would have known better. 
As it is that proporty is now in the 
hands of the Potters and they are 
living upon it. Ihave no claim what- 
ever upon it, and I have asked for it, 
but I cannot getit. But I might go on 
for an hour with instances of this kind. 
This, however, is enough to show vou 
how I have been treated, and I don't 
care to say any more.’’

At the time the Lincolns settled at 
Goose Neck Dan Needham was the 
champion wrestler in Cumberland 
county.

‘fling him three best out of four any 
day he lived.”’ At last they met. It 
was at a honse raising on the Ambraw 
River. ‘‘Raisin’s’’ at thattime brought 
‘neighbors’? from many miles around, 
and lam told that at thisone they came 
from as far south as Crawford county, 
more than forty miles away. Thomas 
Lincoln came and with him his son Abe.

At 
first Abe was unwilling to measure

Four times they wrestled 
and each time Needham was thrown. 

At the clese of the fourth round the 
combatants again stood facé to face, 
Abe flushed but smiling, Dan trembling 
with anger. However, one glance at 
the honest, good-natured face of his 
opponent cooled his rage, and, extend- 
ing his rough palm, he said, “Well, I'll 
be ——!’’ Ever,after this they were 
warm friends. Needham survived Lin- 
coln many years, and though he was a 
strong Democrat he had nothing but 
good words for Abe., Several of his 
boys still live near the old homestead in 
Spring Point township, Cumberland 
county, Ill.

ISABRLLA. 


The Woman Who Melped Columbus. 
Contributel to The Times. 

The historic Isabella, Isabella the 
Catholic, the patroness of Columbus, 
the world knows. Like Elizabeth of 
England, she marks an epoch of time. 

But any intimate knowledge: of Isa- 
bella is forthe most part locked away 
inthe Spanish language. Some of us, 
delving freshly for information about 
the woman to whom we owe the 400 
years of American civilization, have 
found that the great Queen's character 
was as remarkable in its advance upon 
the general standard of the women of | 
her age as her progressive measures 
ree the foresight of the kings of the 

me. ‘ 

It is really amazing to note how much 
of modernness, even of the nineteenth 
century standard, there was in this 
‘Isabella of Peace and Goodness,’ as 
her subjectscalled her. Her life runs in 
parallels with many of the well-known 
women of our day and country. There 


belonged to this year of our Lord, in- 
stead of 1492, she would be president 
of royal sanitary commissions, laying 
foundations of kindergartens afid mian- 
ual training schools; introducing foot- 
ball instead of bull fights to her, Anda- 
lusian subjects; opening the old univer- 
sities of Salamanca and Madrid to the 
young women of her kingdom; looking 
into the germ theory; solicitous con- 
cerning water supplies, and—queen or 
no quegn—the most modern woman of 
modern Spain. Had she been born to 
ourcountry she would be among the 
Caldwells, and Drexels, and Hemen- 
ways, and Stanfords, and Quincy-Shaws, 
the women who build hospitals, and 
found colleges, and open kindergartens 
and patronize learning and education 

The Spanish Quoen’s days were filled 
with similar deeds. 

While on the one hand she devoted a 
large portion of her revenue to the do- 
mestic training and dowering of poor 
young girls who might else fall victims 
to that pleasure-loving age, on the 
other she was traversing her kingdom 
with a network of admirably planned 
highways in order that brigandage— 
the scourge of her century—might be 
driven out of existence. She patrolled 
the land from end to end on every pub- 
lic thoroughfare with an organized 
brotherhood of knights and gentlemen, 
50,000 strong, to rid the kingdom from 
the reproach of lawlessness, 

Using her private funds, she organized 
a corps of competent surgeons—for the 
first time in history—to follow regularly 
the marches of her soldiers with nurses, 
tents, beds, bedding and every conven- 
ience for the care of the sick and 
wounded upon the battlefield. This 
wascalled Queen’s Hospital’’—a 
greater innovation in its day and way 
than Florence Nightingale’s mission on 
the Crimea, or Clara Barton’s service to 
the Grand Army. The young queen, 
with the blue eyes and red-gold hair, 
was a familiar visitor in the crowded 
wards of plague-stricken pest houses, 
where she walked daily to comfort and 
pray with the dying. 

She was the sympathetic encourager 
of every bright and brave spirit in her 
realms, the patroness everywhere of 
learning and enterprise and progress. 
She counselled with Ximenez and De . 
Mendosa, the great cardinals of her 
reign. She encouraged Palacio to write 
his dictionary, Volna his geography, 
Pulgar his celebrated chronicles, Pedro 
Martyr his Decades, Lebrujar his Scien- 
tific Methods. The Spain which she 
made and left behind her was almost as 


new a country to the world which had 


known it before asthe American conti- 
nent beyond the western sea. 

As woman pure and simple, she was no 
less adorable. There is the most charm- 
ing love story of Ferdinand and herself. 
She was 18 and he 17, and the romance 
ran quite through the long marriage. 
There were hard warsin the rei of 
these joint-sovereigns, but theJife in the 
royal palace was domestic, felicitous, 
doubtless very much like that of Vic- 
toria and Albert. But the Spanish 
sovereign, even in the conduct of her 
home and her court, displayed a sweep 
of spirit such as the quiet bourgeoise 
nature of the English Queen could never 
reach. Her passion for her children, 
for her husband, and for power, re- 
vealed itself into strong personal action. 

“When she became conscious of the 
lack ofeducation caused by political 
necessities in her earlier years, she ap- 
plied herself to courses of study. She 
acquired Latin with her daughters, and 
shared while she superintended the 
training in books given to her son Juan. 
She arranged the system of athletic and 
physical culture which he should follow, 
and she personally directed his sports 
and his exercises in the manual require- 
ments of knighthood. She instituted 
competitive examinations, or contestsin 
needlework among her daughter and her 
court ladies, in one of which the little 
Princess Catharine, that later sorrowful 
Catharine of Arragon, and of England, 
carried off the first prize. 

In every royal progress, through her 
own kingdom of Castile, in every honor 
offered her, she placed Ferdinand be- 
fore the people as her king and theirs, 
yet without relaxing the exercise of her 
individual right to power. ‘Thou 


| honor of Castilian wives,’’ cries one of 


her biographers. 

She was recklessly splendid in her 
outlays for public works, for charity, 
for religion, for the prosecution of in- 
ternal improvements; but she guarded 
minutely, with the thrift of a model 
housewife, the private expenses of the 
palace, limiting the expenditure for her 
table to 40 ducats a day; her grandson 
after her, Charles V, spent 400. 

Magnificent always in public, the 
modesty of her personal tastes in pri- 
vate was equally impressive. 

‘My surplus belongs to the poor and 
must be spent for them,’’ said she tothe 
minister who urged a needless expense 
because of some newlyaccumulated treas- 
ure. Even on her deathbed her soul 
paused to perfect methods for the pro- 
tection of her poor. Assistance for 
struggling young girls, ways and means 
by which their future should be prosper- 
ous, were laid down in set legal terms 
in her last will. To the minutest detail 
she left orders forthe payment of debts, 
especially the small accounts so easily 
overlooked in a roval household. Ev- 
erything owing to poor people was to be 
paid with interest. 

Her friendships with the eminent 
women of her kingdom were exalted 
and constant. Her familiar companion 
was the Marchioness de Moja, her play- 
mate whenachild. They studied and 
wrote, and wrought their embroideries 
and did their good deeds. In company 
they made together those swift flights 
on horseback, which so often brought 
Isabella like a thunderbolt into the 
midst of her amazed army, fusing their 
valor to white heat before the walls of 
a beleaguered city or the ranks of an 
outnumbering force. | 

In two great moments this friend 
stood between Isabella and fate. Once 
at the seige of Malajo a desperate Moor 
mistook her regal attire for that of her 
royal mistress, and attempted to plunge 
into her throat the dagger meant for . 
the sovereign. Onceagain, when doubt 
had shaken the Queen’s faith in Colum- 
bus, her pledding restored him in favor. 

Isabella has~her place, the gracious 
queen with the immortal jewels in her 
hand, opening the pathway for Colum- 
bus. But she would have been a valiant 
figure in whatever dav and generation.

| arrive at the building, preferring to sit 

in the draughts for an hour or two than 
to see the procession and run the risk 
of being compelled to fight their way 
through the crowd afterward with 
the prospea of not being able 
to obtain a seat when they 
reached the hall. Atj8:30 o'clock 
thefe. was still plentv of room, 
but. fite minutes later, with the 
arrival of the band at the head of the 
procession and the San Francisco Drill 
Corps, the crowd began to surge through 
the doors in earnest. While the re- 
mainder ofthe procession was trailing 
in, the drill corps entertained the as- 
sembled multitude with their yells, and 
upon taging their seats on the stage the 
members ,of that body were greeted 
with.rousing cheers, which they re- 
ciprocated with hearty good will.

He then scored the Democrats unmerci- 
fully, and called attention to the fact 
that every President from Washington 
down to Harrison, with the single ex- 
ception of Cleveland, had been in favor 
of a protective tariff.

With grateful hearts we recognize that 
the year now closing has been one of pros- 
perity to the association, and for these 
signs of divine favor we return thanks to 
our Heavenly Father. 

As Mr. Mead has expressed a desire to 
seek employment in some line of associa- 
tion work other thaathat of State secre- 
tary, we recommend that the State Com- 
mittee take immediate steps to secure a 
successor to his place. 

We recognizg thas pir. Meade*has been an 
earnest and consec d worker; his Chris- 
tian example, pure love and devotion, have 
endeared him to all association workers of 
the State, and as friends who have learned 
to know and love him we all join in ex- 
pressing to himour thanks and acknowl- 
edgment for the work of the past, and pray 
that God's choicest blessings may be his in 
the new line of work he is to follow. 

We are pleased to’ note that our State 
Committee's report shows that flourishing 
associations now exist in seventeen colleges 
of the State. This is a most important line 
of work, and we recommend that the State 
Committee prosecute vigorously this por- 
tion of work rank a the ensuing year, and 
that a college Sec Stary be employed, whose 
main efforts shall be given to this work 
throughout the year. 

We indorse the recommendation made 
one year ago, that the time has come when 
railroad work should be taken up inthis 
State, andurge that the committee do all 
that is possibile to hasten such action. 

In view of the large amount of time con- 
sumed by the State Secretary in’ aiding 
local associations to.raise money year by 
year to keep free from debt. we recommend 
that the committee urge upon all associa- 
tions the importance of doing the work 
themselves, and of adopting and carrying 
out such financial plans as shall provide 
during the first,sixty days the support for 
the year's work, if accordance with a care- 
fully prepared bu 

We reiterate the declarations of former 
conventions, urging the importance of se- 
curing corresponding members in small 
and unorganized towns, and recommend 
the committee to take igumediate action to- 
ward that end. 

We further indorse the action of the State 
committee in making atest of the county 
work in Santa Clara county, under direc- 
tion of C. W. Janes, and recommend the 
trial be as thorough as possible, recognig- 
ing that further work of the kind in this 
State depends upon the success or tailure 
of this effort. 

We suggest the im t -of keeping 
the subscribert{é the the Sate 
work thoroughly informed regarding ‘the 
work done by the committee, and that the 
State Executive Committe use its influence 
toinduce all associations make thorough 
and exact returns of their work, andto 
place such reports in the hands ofall con- 
tributors by means of quarterly report 
cards. 

We recommend that the State Committee 
have four meetings during the year. . The 
January meeting to be. held im San Fran- 
cisco, the adjourned April meeting at Los 
Angeles, the third in §ag,Framcisco and the 
last, an adjourned meeting, at the place of 
meeting of the next convention.. We fur- 
ther that ot the proceed- 
ings of each méeting be ‘furnished to each 
member of the committee.’ 

We recommend that the State Committee 
appoint a sub-committee upon physical 
training, whose duties shall be to arrange 
anfi supervise the district amd State ath- 
letic meets that may be held from time to 
time, and that we turther recommend the 
adoption of the Pentathlor idea as a point 
toward which all physical work in our as- 
sociations should be directed. 

In view of the possible coufflict of our an- 
nual State convention with the conventions 
of the various churches of the State, we 
recommend that a definjtedate be agreed 
upon, and that date be the 2d of October. 

We recommend that the Stet Committee 
press the matter of! syste giving for 
the extension work of the association. 

In view of the great importance of the 
pamphiets issued by the International Com- 
mittee, we recommend that the State Com. 
mittee keep a supply which it can promptly 
furnish upon request of local associations, 

That the State Committee mav have 
funds to meet all current expenses and the 
payment of a State and college secretary 
for the ensuing year. We- recommend the 
raising of $4500, payable quarterly in ad- 
vance, viz: November 1, February 1, May 
1, and August 1. ;

The®* needs. of the as- 
sociation in this particular line were 
mapped out and means suggested by 
which the funds of the organization 
might be replenished. Slips were dis- 
tributed upon which members might 
designate the amounts: which they 
wished to contribute. Nearly $200 in 
cash was sent in by individuals, while 
the total, including asseciation sub- 
scriptions, amounted to oyer $1800. . 

The hour for the noon recess having 
arrived, an adjournment,was taken for 
one hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At1:30 the afternoon session was 
rapped to order, and nominations for the 
place of the next meeting were called 
for after a brief praise seryice. Stock- 
ton, San Francisco and Riverside’s_ 
claims were urged, the choice finally 


falling upon Stockton as the place for 
holding the thirteenth annual conven- 
tion.

THE HIGHEST AWARD 


Given to Schumacher for the Best 
Photographic Art, 


The Unwarranted Claims of His Competitor 
Refuted by a Supplemental 
Statement from the 
judges. 


At the late horticultural fair held in this 
county, the highest awards for the best 
general display of the photographer's art 


were made to F. G. Schumacher. Since 
the decision of the judges, Steckel 
has claimed the highest awards, 
and has industriously advertised, by 
the distribution of cards through 


the Pavilion and newspaper advertise- 
ments, this unwarranted claim, thus 
robbing Mr. Schumacher of his well- 
earned honors and whatever of business 
advantage might accrueto him therefrom, 
The matter having cometo the notice of 
the committee who acted as judges at the 
fair, they felt called upon to define their 
action and intention so as to leave no ques- 
tion as to the relative merits of the sev- 
eral exhibits they had to pass judgment 
on, and they have submitted the following 
statement, which has been passed upon by 
the board of directors:

To Frank Wiggins, Esq., Superintendent Cham- 
ber of Commerce—DEAR SIR: Having learned 
it was considered that there is a certain am- 
biguity and apparent contradiction in re- 
gard to the premiums ind diplomas awarded 
respecting the photographic displays of Mr.

SUICIDE AT WHITTIER. 


Sad Death of a Public School Teacher at 
That Place. 

Miss Webb, teacher in the public 
school at Whittier, committed suicide 
at that place yesterday morning by. 
opening the carotid artery witha pen- 
knife, bleeding to death in a few min- 
utes. 

Miss Webb, who was about 35 years 
of age, was very popular at Whittier, 
where she had resided for some time 
past. She was an active worker in the 
Presbyterian Church, and took a great 
deal of interest in all charitable ob- 
jects. Some days ago she received 
word that a bank in the East had 
failed, by which sne lost $12,000. Up 
to this time she had always appeared 
to be in excellent spirits, and even 
after the receipt of the bad 
news, bore up remarkably well un- 
der her trouble, until Friday, when the 
strain became too great for her to bear 
and she fainted in the schoolroom. 
She was removed to the residence of 
Mrs, Hadley, a Quaker lady with whom 
she boarded, and medical assistance 
was sunmoned. She revived later and 
was left alone in her room. Early yes- 
terday morning Mrs. Hadley hearda 
noise in the room, and on going to in-

pool of blood. 

It was found that she had takena 
pen-knife and pénetrated the carotid 
artery, from which she speedily bled to 
death. 

Coroner Weldon was notified and 
drove out to Whittier yesterday after- 
noon, when an inquest.was held, the 
jury returning a verdict in accordance 
with the above facts. 

The body was taken to the home of 
her brother on Walnut street, Pasa- 
dena, by undertakers Lippincott & Son, 
where the funeral will take place.

HEADS ILLEGAL. 


An Important Decision by the 
Supreme Court. 


Provisions of the New Election Law 
Declared Unconstitutional 


Only Presidential Electors to Be Voted 
for Under a Heading. 


Each and Every Candidate Must 
Stamped Separately—The Party De- 
siguation of Course to Follow 
the Name. 


The Supreme Court, sitting in bank, 
yesterday handed down a_ decision 
which has been anxiously awaited for 
some days. The decision is in regard 
to the official ballots to be used at the 
coming election, and while it relates 
directly to the San Francisco local 
ticket, all other tickets throughout the 
State are affected. Some days agoa 
non-partisan municipal movement was 
started in San Francisco, and a ticket 
was nominated. Application was made 
to the proper officer to have the non- 
partisan ticket given a place on the 
ticket among the other headings, 
thereby making it a ‘‘straight’’ ticket. 
This was denied, whereupon F. W. 
Easton, on behalf of the non-partisan 
party of San Francisco, applied to the 
Supreme Court, for a writ of mandate. 
directing County Clerk Brown of San 
Francisco to insert the name of the 
non-partisan party atthe head of the 
official ballots. 

This is the decision which was handed 
down yesterday, the Court denying the 
writ of mandate on the ground that the 
provision of sections 1197 and 1205 of 
the Political Code for voting straight 
tickets by stamping the ticket head- 
ing, or party designation, is unconstitu- 
tional, and holding that the official bal- 
lot should be printed without the party 
designation of any party at the head of 
the ticket, and that voters can only ex- 
press their choice by stamping opposite 
each name or proposition voted for, ex- 
ceptas to Presidential electors, who 
may be voted for by a single stamp op- 
posite the party group, each individual 
candidate’s name, of course, to be fol- 
lowed by his party’s designation. 

The Court was unanimous in its de- 
cision, which, in view of its importance, 
is given in full as follows: 

. OPINION OF THE COURT. 

Atits last session the Legislature by a 
series of amendments to the Political Code 
engrafted upon our election law the system 
of voting by meansof what is popularly 
known as the reformed or Australian 
ballot, The main feature of the sys- 
tem is a uniform official ballot printed 
and - supplied by the proper public 
Officers, containing the names of all candi- 
dates to be voted for, uponwhich the voter 
designates his choice by stamping a cross. 
In all cases this may be done by stamping 
the cross opposite the name of each 
candidate for whom the elector de- 
sires to cast his vote. But by a clause 
at the end of sec. 1197 it is provided 
as follows: “At the head of each bal- 
lot shall be printed, in separate lines, the 
names of all political parties which have 
filed certificates of nomination of candi- 
dates in accordance with sections 1186 
and 1187 of this code, thus: ‘Regular Re- 
publican ticket (straight.)’ Opposite the 
name of each party, and on the same line 
therewith, there shall be a margin similar 
to that therein required to be left opposite 
the name of each. candidate, in which the 
voter may place the mark in the manner 
specified in section 1205 of this code, if he 
desire to vote for allof the candidates of 
such party; butaballotso marked shall 
not not be counted if it be stamped in any 
other place, except to indicate a vote or 
votes upon a constitutional amendment or 
other question.’’ 

The petitioner in this case is one of the 
candidates of a party calling itself the 
Citizens’ Non-Partisan party, which has 
nominated a list of candidates for county 
and local offices in the*city and county of 
San.Francisco. He claims that said party 
has complied with all the conditions en- 
titling it to have printed of the head of the 
municipal ballots to be used at the ap- 
proaching election in the city and county 
of San Francisco the words ‘‘Citizens’ Non- 
Partisan Ticket,’’ as a party designation by 
which it may be voted straight by stamping 
across opposite such heading, He has de- 
manded of the defendants, who are respect- 
ively the Registrar and the members of 
the Board of Election Commissioners of 
the city and county of San Francisco, that 
they cause the ballots to be used at said 
election to be so printed, and they have re- 
fused. He therefore seeks by this original 
proceeding to compel the defendants by 
mandamus to comply with his demand. 

The argument of counsel has been prin- 
cipally devoted to the question whether or 

not the party by which the petitioner was 
nominated has shown that its proceedings 
bring it within the terms, or entitle it to 
the privilege conferred by the provision 
above quoted. But the conclusion at which 
we have arrived renders a decision otf 
these questions entirely unnecessary. We 
are of the opinion that this provision of 
the law is unconstitutional and wholly 
void. It is an attempt to discriminate 
against classes of voters, and its effect, if 
allowed to be valid, would be to subject 
such classes to the alternative of partial 
disfranchisement or to the casting of their 
votes upon more burthensome conditions 
than others no better entitled under the 
fundamental law to the free and untram.- 
elled exercise of the right of suffrage. 

The vital importance of the question in- 
volved weuld justify an extended and 
elaborate discussion of the grounds of our 
conclusion, but the extreme necessity of a 
speedy decision, in order to afford a suf- 
ficient opportunity toeprint the ballots, and 


-to inform the electors of the proper mode 


of expressing their choice, compels us to 
rest content with the briefest statement of 
our views. 

It is a well known fact, illustrated by the 
history of the party which the petitioner 
represents that there are parties having 
merely local existence---parties, that is to 
say, which upon_some local issue affecting 
a single county, or a few counties, poll in 
such county or counties at least three per 
cent. of the votes cast at a given election, 
or can secure the signatures of five per 
cent. to a petition, but have no existence 
elsewhere in the State. There are other 
parties, perhaps, which at an_ election 


will cast three per cent. of all 
the votes cast in the entire State, 
but in many  cqunties will st a 
smaller percentage ofthe votes. In the 


cent. of the vote ina county atone elec- 
tion could at the next election, upon any 
construction of the law, nominate by a con. 
vention a fall county ticket, could certify 
itand secure a ballot heading by party 
designation, but such designation would 
not apply to any candidate for a State or 


members of Congress. 
ing a party designation at the head of the 
ticket, would be, therefore, to disfranchise 


every voter who made use of it 
as to all State and district officers, 
or, if he attempted to supplement. 
his straight ticket by stamping his 


choice for individual candidates for such 
offices, he would be disfranchised alto- 
gether, for, under the law, his ballot could 
not be counted. The ticket heading in such 
case could do the voters of a party no pos- 
sible kod, but would simply be’ a lure by 
they be, and in many instances 
would be, enfrap into a loss of their 
“hes. In the second case, suppose all the 
ballots used in the State would have a 
party heading, but in many of the counties 
the party would have no local ticket, and 
in all such counties the voter stamping the 
heading would vote for the State officers 
only, and would he distranchised as to all 
district and cdwAty offices, or, if he at-

wholly lost. Such being the results 
inevitably fiowing from the operation 


of this provision of the law, if allowed to be 


operative, itcan readily be seen that it 


would be no benefit to any party to allow it 
a ticket heading unless it had a full State 
and local ticket, for no voter of the party 
could express bis choice by_stamping the 
party designation without partial! or total 
disfranchisement. Hissupposed advantage 
would be but a delusion andasnare. Even 
in San Francisco at the approaching elec- 
tion, if, as is said to the case, the non- 
partisans have nominated candidates for 
the Legislature, and if, according to the 
official of the Attorney-General, the 
names of such candidates are to be printed 
on the general or State ticket, along with 


the names of candidates for Congress and 


for Presidential electors, It will be just as 
much the dutv of the defendants to put the 
party designation onthat. Every supporter 
of the party who should thus be misled into 
voting a straight ticket would ldse his vote 
for member of Congress and for Presiden. 
Aialelectors. [imagine the supporters of 
the movement would scarcely desire the 
privilege of a party heading at such a price. 

Upon these grounds we hold that this 
provision destroys the just and equal and 
uniform operation which, in an election 
law of all others, is demanded, no less by 
the express terms of our fundamental law 
than by the genius and spirit of our inst? 
tutions. It is, therefore, void and inepera- 
tive. There should be no party designa- 
tions printed at the head of the tickets, be- 
cause there can be no voting by stamping 
such designation. Voters can only ex- 
press their choice by placing a stamp oppo- 
site the name of their candidate for such 
office, or their answer to each question or 
proposition, or proposed amendment to 
the .Constitution, except only in case of 
Presidential electors. who may, under the 
law, be voted for in groups by a single im- 
pression of the stamp. Since this is the 
only mode by which a voter can 
express his choice, the printing of a party 
designation at the head of the ticket 
could do no geod, but oaly harm, by mis- 
leading some voters and causing them to 
lose their votes. The officers charged with 
the preparation of the official ballots should, 
therefore, be carefulto omit the printing 
of such headings. and the voters should be 
thoroughly instructed to express their 
choice in the manner herein indicated. It 
will be understood, of course, that we do 
not hold the new law unconstitutional ex- 
cept as to the single provision under discus- 
sion. In other respects, so far as we are at 
present advised, it may be fully carried 


out. 

The writ of mandate is denied.

It is very apparent, from the reading of 
section 1197 of the act unde?‘ considera- 
tion in connection with the sections to 
which it refers, that in both spirit aud let- 
ter it was intended that only parties poll- 
ing 3 per cent. of the entire vote cast at 
the last general election should have a 
heading upon the ticket. Such being the 
fact. to my mind the law is clearly uncon- 
stitutional in this, thatit discriminates in. 
favor of certain parties, and is therefore 
lacking in that uniformity of operation de- 
manded by the Constitution of this State.

The San Francisco blte book forsthe 
current year has come out, its covers 
(and presumably its directory) bluer 
than ever. The beautiful azure tint of 
yore has deepened to positive indigo. 
it is.smaller, too, by more than 150 
pages, for of course this added tinge of 
biue to the covers conveys the delicate 
hint thatits contents have been nar- 
rowed down to meet the requirements 
of only the most select list of blue- 
blooded names. 

The Los Angeles portion, though it 
has been remodeled somewhat from the 
stereotyped edition heretofore pub- 
lished yeac after year, is, as usual, 
bristling witherrors. It is chiefly con- 
spicuous for the total absence of the 
names of the majority of our prominent 
blue-blooded society people. Of the 
list of names, twenty-seven are entirely 
erroneous; four of the people named 
are dead; four are residing abroad and 
have been for months; seven young 
matrons appear in their maiden names; 
one army officer who has been a non- 
resident for three years is located here, 
etc., etc., etc. Itis noticeable that all 
the ladies’ clubs in the State have been 
totally-ignored. 

. Altogether this directory of pre-his- 

toric California society is valuable for 
antiquarians only and should be pre- 
served in the archives of the State for 
such. but asa modern ‘Pacific Coast 
elite directory,’’ suchias it claims to be, 
it is practically valueless, if the Los 
Angeles portion is typical of the entire 
book.

A LESSON FOR SNOBS. 
The old subject of the treatment of 


artists in social life still. crops up from 
time to time. Acontemporarys ys: 

T oinvite a musician to a meal, with 
hope of getting a little music out of 
him, isthe embodiment of perurious- 
ness and meanness. Stephen Foster, 
on one occasion, was invited by his aunt 
to a supper, with the request to bring 
his fidte along. He saw the point, 
stayed at home, but sent his fiute. 
Gottschalk, when invited to dinner, al- 
ways asked whether he was expected to 
play or not. If he was expected to 
play he charged $25. Chopin is said to 
have been the guest of a rich shoe 
dealer. After dinner the rude host 
asked him to play. Chopin excused 
himself, saying that he &ad eaten little, 
but the sardonic remark was quite 
wastedon the man of leather. ‘Oh! 
sit down and play something, just to 
show us how :t is done.’’ Chopin com- 
plied. Sometime after he invited the 
shoe dealer to a party at his house, and, 
ordering in a cobbler’s bench, requested 
bim to sew a patch ona shoe, ‘‘just to 
show how it was done.’’ 

Doubtless some of our Los Angeles 
musicians can appreciate the above, as 
this plan of ‘working talent is often 
employed here. Indeed, e Los An- 
geles aristocrats felt quite’ insulted a 
short time ago when a‘fine pianist re- 
fused to attend various’ receptions, din- 
ners and teas, unless, indeed, the host- 
ess wished to make a business arrange- 
ment with the artist. 

As well invite a phvsician to tea when 
some member of the family chances to 
be ill, and then strike him for a pre- 
scription. The line between social and 
professional courtesy should be care- 
full and conscientijusly drawn. 

DON’T BE T00 CRITICAL. 

“Don’t!’"—savs a little booklet enti- 
tled ‘‘Musical Dont's,’’ published by 
Arrowsmith, of Bristol—‘*because you 


prefer classical music, consider that all | 


modern music is worthless. There is 
plenty of good drawing-room music to 
be found. It does not at all follow, be- 
cause some persons indulge in a loud, 
arpeggio, keep-down-the-pedal style of 
performance, that the music itse/f is 
bad. Remember that classical music 
may be murdered as well as modern, 
and that bad playing is equally 
bad whether it is in ‘Beetho- 
ven’s Moonlight Sonata’ or in Wely’s 
‘Cloche’s de Monastere.’ ”’ 

The great difficulty is that classical 
music is apt to be played with the pedal 
down instead of with the understanding, 
hence it is unintelligible and distaste- 
ful to the ordinary hearer. 

AUTHORS AND MUSIC. 

Alphonse Daudet has some interest- 
ing things to say regarding music. *‘As 
a rule,’’ he writes, ‘we literary people 
care ‘comparatively little for music. 
Gauthier’s opinion of the humming and 
drumming called ‘music’ is well known. 
Mugo Leconte de Leslie Bauville Victor 
agreés-with him.. Goncourt turned up 
his nose asa piano was opened. Zola 
insists at times that he has heard this 
or that piece of music ‘somewhere,’ but 
never knows from whom it is. The 
good Flaubert pretended to bea great 
musician, but only to pretes Turgeneff, 
who, insreality, loved only the music 
cultivated in the ‘Salon viarodot.’ 

‘‘As to myself, however, I love every- 
thing musical, the lively music as well 
as the sad and classical..the music of 
Beethoven, the music of the Spaniards, 
Gluck and Cnepin, Massanet and 
Saint-Saens, Gounod’s}‘Faust’ and ‘Mar- 
ionette,’ the folk-songs, the. hand-or- 

an, 
ae for dancing and music for dream- 
ing. It all speaks to me, inspires me. 
Wagner's music moves me, thrills me, 
hypnotizes me, and the vielin harmon- 
ies of the gypsies, those sorcerers of 
music, have aiways drawn me to the 
exhibition. The despicable fellows 
always stop my progress. I cannot 
leave them.”
